IS $40,000,000. 


Western Capitalists Are Big 
Gainers in Rock Island 
‘Railway Stock Ma- 
nipulations. 


ALL HOLDERS GET SHARE. 


Success of the Big Deal Is Seven 
_ Days’ Wonder of the Specu- 
Jators in Wall 
‘Street. 


New York, July 24.—[Special.]—Through 
the readjustment of the securities of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railway, 
the Moore brothers and their immediate fol- 
lowers, W. B. Leeds and D. G. Reid, will 


clean up $20,000,000 in the immediate future,. 


and within twelve months will be in the 
way of making an additional $20,000,000. 

The plans for making this profit will ex- 
plain the sensational advance of Rock Island 
stock to 200. While the Moore brothers and 
their friends will profit heavily, it will be 
because of their large holdings, for all stock- 
holders will share alike. , 

The present capital stock of the Rock 
Island, including the last new issue voted, 
is $75,000,000. The board of directors of the 
road will meet here next week and recom- 
mend to the shareholders the conversion of 
this stock into new securities, consisting of 
bonds, preferred and common stocks. As the 
plan now stands, stockholders will be of- 
fered 4 per cent general mortgage bonds 
equal to par of their holdings, together with 
an amount of new preferred and new com- 
mon stocks. 


May Imitate Alton Plan. 

From unofficial sources it was ascer- 
tained that the plan under consideration is 
similar to that followed in reorganization 
of the Chicago and Alton railroad in 1900. 
A new Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad company, it is said, will take the 
place of the present Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railway company, and existing 
Rock Island securities will be exchanged 
for the securities of the new company. The 
basis and manner of this exchange, accord- 
ing to one of the company’s directors, is 
a problem that has absorbed the attention 
of several lawyers for some time. Wall 
street received an intimation of the charac-

A new company, such as is proposed, 
would, it is argued, tie up the control of 
the property securely, and through the mar- 
keting of new securities woiid release many 
millions of working capital. 


Road Earns $11,000,000 Annually. 


| -Barnings of the Rock Island ate-at-the~ 
rate of $11,000,000 a year. The system has 


been enlarged until it has now about 8,000 
miles. The present owners of the property 
figure that they can distribute these earn- 
ings most advantageously by converting the 
old stock into new securities. 

To pay the interest on the $75,000,000 of 4 
per cent bonds will require $3,000,000, leay- 
ing $8,000,000 applicable to the new pre- 
ferred and common stocks. The preferred 
will be entitled to 4 per cent as a minimum, 
though to how much more as a maximum is 
not known.

While it would 
be impossible to sell the majority of the 
stock at 200 in the present form of the cap- 
italization, it can be easily done when the 
$75,000,000 of stock shall have been con- 
verted into bonds, preferred and common 
stocks. 


Common Stock to Earn 5 Per Cent. 
Should market conditions continue as fa- 


vorable as they now are the second $20,000, - 


600 which is expected to be realized by the 
large holders will come out of the common 
stock. It will be easy to advance the com- 
mon stock, earning 5 per cent. with further 
possibilities, such as the Rock Island enjoys 
with its enlarged system and crop prospects. 

The proposed deal is commented upon in 
Wall street as an unusually shrewd one.

The staid old board of direct- 
ors which for years operated the Rock Is- 
land never dreamed of the possibilities of 
the property in both an operating and finan- 
celal sense. 

The present crowd controls the property 
through the ownership of the stock and 
not by proxy votes. It has planned exten- 
sions of the system and acquired existing 
lines valuable in developing the resources 
of ite own territory. The surplus assets 
hardiy known to exist are now shown to 
have been unusually large, and through the 
medium of present plans will be distributed 
to the fortunate stockholders. 


May Secure Santa Fe Railway. 

Wall street rumor has lately credited the 
Moore brothers with heavy buying of 
Atchison stock, and today some of the 
Atchison stockholders were in doubt as to 
whether the control was not likely to pass 
to the Rock Island. A merger or combina- 
tion between Atchison and Rock Island 
would render unnecessary the proposed Rock 
Ieland extensions to the Pacific coast and 
also to Galveston. 

Representatives of the Rock Island de- 
clared today that the plan to be unfolded at 
the meeting of directors next week does not 
concern Atchison. The trading in Atchison 
stock aggregated 62,700 shares of common 
and 11,400 preferred. A large proportion of 
the Atchison purchases were made by the 
western interests that are believed to be 
associated with the Moore brothers.

SONG LEADS 70 A MURDER. 


NEGRO KILLS MAN WHO OBJECTS 
TO “GOO GOO EYES.” 


Arthur A. Schneider Quarrels with 
Singer While Standing Before Wells 


Street Restaurant and Is Fatally | 


Shot—Assailant Escapes and Police 
Captare George Wiggins, Appar- 
ently by Mistake — Angry Crowd 
Seeks to Take Prisoner from Captors 


Arthur A. Schnelder, a bookkeeper, was 
shot and almost instantly killed last mid- 
night while standing in front of the restau- 
rant at 214 Wells street. His as t was 
negro, 

“You can’t bluff me. We will shoot to- 
gether,” remarked the negro just before the 
shooting. Then he drew a revolver before 
spectators could interfere and shot five times 
at Schneider. One shot took effect and death 


.was almost instantaneous. The murderer 


fled. 

Later when another negro was arrested 
on suspicion he was sayed from a mob only 
by a’ prompt show of force on the part of 
the police. The negro who did the shooting 
escaped into the negro quarters to the south, 
which the police searched until a late hour. 


Employed as Bookkeeper. 

Schneider was 26 years old and was em- 
ployed as\ bookkeeper by Bruno M. Mal, a 
book dealer at 146 Wells street. He is said 
to have had an interest in the business. A 
brother lives in Louisville, who is a whole- 
sale wool merchant. The dead man was a 
prominent member of an organization 
known as the “ Frogs,’’ which is composed 
of Wells street business men, of which 
Fritz Roth is the president. 

Schneider was first seen in front of the 
restaurant by C. T. Edwards, the proprie- 
tor, in company with the negro. The lat- 
ter entered the place and ordered three sand- 
wiches, saying as they were wrapped up 
that he wished the white man would go 
away. 

“What is the matter?” asked Edwards. 

looking for trouble,’’ replied the 
negro. ‘“‘I was walking along the street 
singing ‘Goo Goo Eyes’ when he asked me 
if I meant him and started to pick a fuss. 
I told him not to pull a gun on me, as I 
could shoot as quick as he could.”’ 


Negro Fires Five Times. 

The colored man went out and the quarrel 
began. Suddenly the negro drew his revolver 
and fired five shots at Schneider. The latter 
fell, and the negro ran away. People who 
ran up carried Schneider to the Pcliclinic 
hospital, near by, but he died before reach- 
ing there. 

When Edwards was taken to the police 
station he declared that Wiggins was not 
the negro who did the shooting. He said 
Schneider had his hand on his hip pocket 
when the negro left his restaurant... The 
murderer is described as being 5 feet 10 
inches tall, thickset, and black. 


Crowd Seeks Prisoner of Police. 


The man whose arrest almost caused a raid 
against the police|is George Wiggins. He 
was caught by policemen as he was running 
through an alley between Chicago avenue 
and Superior street. The crowd attempted 
to take him away from Lieut. James Miller 
and Patrol Sergeant James Swift, whoh 


to use their clubs to keep the crowd back, 
and were finally reinforced, and succeeded 
in getting their prisoner to the Bast Chi- 
cago avenue station. 

It is not believed that Wiggins is the mur- 
derer, although he is held, and must explain 
his actions. When caught he was in his 
shirt sleeves, and witnesses to the shooting 
say the negro who killed Schneider wore a 
double breasted black coat. Negroes, who 
gave their names as Smith Willard and Nor- 
man Redmont, were also arrested on sus- 
picion. 


UNION PARK CHURCH CALLS 
DR. A. A. BERLE OF BOSTON. 


Eastern Pastor Is Asked to Take Place 
Made Vacant by Retirement of Dr. 
Frederick A. Noble. 


The Rev. Adolph A. Berle, D. D., pastor of 
the Brighton Congregational church of Bos- 
ton, has been called to the pastorate of the 
Union Park Congregational church. 

The committee of the church and society 
has been in communication with Dr. Berle 
for the last month and the outcome is that 
Dr. Berle has received a formalcall. Hehas 
not yet accepted the call, but will visit Chi- 
cago late in August and will probably preach 
in the church on the last Sunday of the 
month. 

Dr. Berle was born in St. Louis and is 37 
years old. He was educated in St. Louis at 
Drury college and at Oberlin.

BURNED T0 DEATH 
IN WRECKED CARS 


Panhandle Limited Crashes 
Into Runaway Car Near 
Xenia, 0., and Five 
Perish. 


LIST OF DEAD MAY GROW. 


Passengers Trapped in Blazing 
Sleepers—Many Known to Be 
Injured—Relief Trains 
Rush to Scene. 


Dayton, O., July 25, 2 a. m.—[Special.]— 
Five persons perished in the wreck of the 
east bound Pan-Handle limited train near 
Xenia shortly before midnight. 

Three passengers, two women and one 
man, were burned to death in the wreckage 
of a sleeping car, Engineer Clark of Xenia 
was crushed under his engine and his body 
burned. The fireman’s mangled body was 
found in the cab. 


Wrecked Cars Are Burned. 


The sleeping cars and day coaches, with 
the baggage car, were destroyed by fire, and 
it is possible others may have perished. Al- 
most every person on the train was injured, 
but it is impossible at this hour to secure 
details. ‘ 

The wreck occurred at Trebins Station, 
a& way stop a short distance from Xenia. 

Wrecking trains were hurried out from 


Xenia and this city with all the doctors 


that could be secured. 


Collides with Runaway Car. 

Train No. 2, the Panhandle limited from 
St. Louis to New York, was flying eastward 
at high speed when the ¢@ struck a 
loaded coal car which in the darkness had 
escaped from the siding in Xenia and was 
running wild down grade toward the passen- 
ger train, 

The engine struck the runaway car going 
at full speed and was turned over, with Dn- 
gineer Clark underneath. The postal car, 
combination car, and day coach, impelled 
by the heavy sleepers behind, piled over the 
engine. Two sleeping cars followed and 
were laid across the track at right angles. 

A gas tank under one of the cars ex- 
ploded, setting fire to the wreck, and the 
postal car, the day coaches, and two sleepers 
were destroyed.

Cries for help could be heard coming from 
one of the sleeping cars, and the helpless on- 
lookers were compelled tosee two women and 
one man burned to death before their eyes, 
unable to lend any aid on account of the 
flerceness of the flames.

While a train on the Ohio and Little Ka- 
nawha’ road was running at a speed of 
thirty miles an hour today the rear 
coach jumped the track on a ffrestle forty 
feet high, turned over in its fall, and landed 
a shapeless mass at the bottom. Two pas- 
sengers were killed, three fatally hurt, and 
not one of the thirty oceupants of the car 
escaped without painful injuries. 

The accident occurred near Douda, two 
miles from here. 
brought back to this city as quickly as possi- 
ble and cared for in the hospital and in pri- 
vate homes.

Denver Flyer Is Wrecked. 

Omaha, Neb., July 24.—Passenger train 
No. 5, west bound, on the Chicago, Rock Isl- 
and and Pacific road, was wrecked three 
miles west of South Omaha at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon. The fireman was killed, the en- 
gineer perhaps fatally hurt, and two ex- 
press messengers badly bruised. The train 
was known as the Chicago-Denver flyer, and 
carried, beside baggage and express cars, 
two coaches, four sleepers, and a diner. 
Shortly after the train came to a stop the 
passengers rushed out of the cars just in 
time to avold an explosion of the gas tanks. 
None of the passengers was injured. The 
engine and three cars are a complete wreck. 

Train Ditched by Washout. 

Middleton, N. Y., July 24.—A train on the 
Ellenville branch of the Ontario and West- 
ern railroad was thrown from the track this 
evening near Spring Glen while rounding a 
curve, owing to a washout. The engine, a 
passenger coach, and a combination car left 
the track. Six passengers in the latter car 
were somewhat injured, but none seriously.

Victim Is Chloroformed by Two Pre- 
tended “Agents” and Warning Note 
Left for Her Brother-in-Law. 


Chioroformed by a strange man and wom- 
an who called at her house tn the guise of 
agents, Mrs. William Leytze of Hammond 
was the victim of a mysterious attack on 
Wednesday which baffies the police of that 
town. She struggled with her assailants, 
but was quickly overpowered and drugged.

BETS 0 SAVE HIS MIND, 


HEROIC TREATMENT FOR THE VICc- 
TIM OF ILLUSIONS. 


Charles Granzsow, Who Believes He Has 
a “Sure Thing” Plan for Beating 
the Races, Is Taken to the Track 
and Convinced That His “ System ” 
Is at Fault—Five Wagers Go Amiza, 
and Then the Bettor Admits He is 
Nervous and Overworked, 


A nervous and haggard man stood by a 
bookmaker’s stand at the Harlem track yes- 
terday and lost $2 on each of the first five 
races. As the money filtered away a friend, 
who kept close by the bettor’s side, smiled. 

Had the bettor won he probably would have 
been placed in a private asylum for the in- 
sane today. His inability to pick a winning 
horse, his friends hope, will make such a 
course unnecessary. . 

The man who was placing the bets was 
Charles Granzow, a record writer in the office 
of the clerk of the Criminal court. His 
friend, in whose custody he was, was Deputy 
Sheriff George Grummett. Granzow had 
been suffering from an illusion that he had 
a “gure thing ” system to beat the races and 
had talked of his imagined discovery to the 
exclusion of everything else. Finally he was 
taken before Judge Carter yesterday to be 
examined as to his sanity. 

Decide on a Losing Cure. 

The court committed Granzow to the care 
of his friends and it was then that heroic 
measures were decided on. If Granzow could 
be persuaded that his “ sure thing” system 
was at fault, it was believed that he might 
be induced to go to some country resort for 
a few weeks’ rest. 

Sheriff Magerstadt approved the idea and 
it was not objected to by Judge Carter, so 
Granzow was taken to the Harlem track to 
| test hig method of impoverishing the book- 
‘makers. He was given $10, which he divided 
into five parts, each to be played on one of 
the first five races. | 

The first $2 was staked on Blue Miracle, at 
100 to 1. Blue Miracle ran last and Gran- 
zow’s countenance fell. 

In the second race the “sure thing” $2 
was placed on The Rabbit at 30 tol. The 
Rabbit ran no better than fifth. 

The man with the imagined system se- 
lected Porphyrogene as his choice in the 
third race, a steeplechase, and when that 
horse lost his rider early in the race Deputy 
Grummett smiled. If the loss of money 
could cure his patient, Granzow already was 
convalescent. 

In the fourth race, the Olympian stakes, it 
was the same story. Granzow’s money was 
on Fatalist, at3 tol, and Fatalist ran sixth. 


“System” Goes to Smash. 

With a trembling hand Granzow placed 
the remaining $2 on Hoodwink at 20 to 1, 
and it was then that Deputy Grummett got 
a seare. Hoodwink finished like the wind, 
but two others were a length ahead and the 
“sure thing system had failed. 

Grummett touched Granzow on the arm 
and the man with the illusion turned and 
looked helplessly at his friend. 

“We'd better go now,” suggested the 
deputy. “There seems to be something 
wrong with the system and we can’t afford 
to lose any more.”’ 

Then, for the first time since he became 
possessed of the “sure thing” illu#ton 
Granzow admitted that he was nervous and 
overworked. 

Perhaps you are right,”’ he assented. “I 
guess I'll let the system drop and take a 
rest.”’ 

Granzow, who lives at 1559 West Twelfth 
street, was taken to Lake Geneva last 
night. His friends are confident his mind 
will be sound when he returns. 

‘When Granzow’s case came before me,” 
said Judge Carter last evening. ‘ He told 
me that he had a system of playing the races 
which would bring him. millions. He 
couldn’t explain his system, he said, with- 
out going to the track. The humoring ot 
persons whose minds are affected frequently 
occurs and sometimes has beneficial re- 
sults.”’ 


DECREE EXPELLING NUNS 
FROM PARIS IN FORCE TODAY. 


Four Remaining Unauthorized Institu- 
tions in French Capital May Be Cen- 
ters of Serious Trouble. | 

PARIS, July 24—Only four unauthorized 
Congregationist schools now remain in Paris. 
The sisters in charge of those have encour- 
aged demonstrations in their favor, and are 
determined to remain until they are forcibly 
expelled. As the limit of delay accorded by 
Premier Combes’ circular expired at noon 
today, it is likely that decrees ordering the 
expulsion of the sisters will be placed in 
the hands of the police tomorrow, and that 
the execution of these decrees will be ac- 
companied by scenes of violence. 

Meetings have been held in many districts, 
and a monster assembiage is announced for 
Sunday, to be held im the Place de la Con- 
corde, with a view to presenting a signed 
protest to Premier Combes. 

Telegrams from the provinces report that 
the schools in most places have been closed, 
and that the sisters have departed. At La

MINE SGITATORS 
SENT TO PRISON. 


Federal Judge Holds Organ- 
izers in Contempt for Vio- 
lating West Virginia 
Injunction. 


WILSON TO BE ARRESTED. 


Court Upholds Right to Strike, 
but Scores Interference with 
Workers, Rebuking 
Trouble Makers. 


Parkersburg, W. Va., July 24.—{Special. 
Judge Jackson, in the United States District 
court here, today decided that the agitators 
of the United Mine Workers of America vio- 
lated the injunction issued on June 19 and 
imposed jail sentences on six of the accused 
walking delegates and agitators. Me refused 
to send *“* Mother ”’ Jones to jail, holding she 
was posing as a martyr. 

The decision is a severe blow to the miners’ 
union and may assist in breaking the strikes 
in West Virginia and Pennsylvania. It sup- 
ports the right of laborers to work without 


interference and guarantees the court's pro- 


tection. 


. Orders Arrest of Wilson. 

Judge Jackson also ordered the arrest of 
W. B. Wilson, secretary of the United Mine 
Workers, second to Mitchel) in the organiza- 
tion, who hae also been held in contempt, 
but who is at his headquarters in Indi- 
anapolis. District Attorney Blizzard today 
filed an affidavit that Secretary Wilson vio- 
lated the restraining order by making an 
inflammatory speech at ClarksburgonJuly7 
and another at Fairmont onJuly 8 andasked 
the court for his arrest. Judge Jackson 
made the order that Wilson be arrested and 
brought within the jurisdiction of his court. 


Rebukes Professional Agitators. 


In handing down his decision Judge Jack- 
son scored theagitators. He declared he rec- 
ognised the right of laborers to form unions 
and to quit at any time, provided they are 
not bound by contract. “ But,”’ he continued, 
“I do not recognize the right of laborers*to 
conspire together to compel employés who 
are not dissatisfied to lay down their picks 
merely to gratify a professional set of agi- 
tators, organizers, and walking delegates 
who roam all over the country as agents for 
some combination; who are vampires that 
‘ive and fatten on the honest labor of coal 
miners, and who are busybodies, creating 
dissatisfaction among a class of people who 
are quiet and do not want to be disturbed.” 


All Guilty of Contempt. 


Judge Jackson held that all the accused 
were guilty of contempt in refusing to obey 
the injunction issued by him on June 19, 
which restrained miners or organizers from 
interfering with the workers at the Kinni- 


kinnick mine of the Clarksburg Fuel com- . 


pany or holding meetings or creating demon- 
strations near the mine or near the residences 
of miners at work there. 


Fear Attempt to Kill Judge. 


There was much uneasiness in the court-. 


room today. For several days guards have 
been posted around the home of Judge Jack- 
son, the action being taken by his friends, 
who feared an attempt to kill him would be 
made. Today armed men were stationed in 
the courtroom ready to protect the judge. 


Refuses to Sentence ‘‘Mother” Jones. 

Judge Jackson suspended judgment in the 
case of “ Mother” Jones. He stated that 
she had been found guilty of contempt, “ but 
as she is posing as a martyr, I will not send 
her to jail or allow her to force. her way into 
jaik” He said he would hold conviction 
over her, and if she again violated the in- 
junction he would sentence her heavily. 

Thomas Haggerty was sentenced to ninety 
days and five others sixty days each in the 
Parkersburg jail. The twenty-four Hun- 
garians claimed they had not understood the 
injunction, and were released upon the 
promise not to violate it again. The Austro- 
Hungarian consul at New York was here to 
represent them. 

Thomas Haggerty is a prominent organiz- 
er. He lives at Reynoldsville, Pa. Rice and 
Morgan, two other of' the prisoners, are 
also organizers and members of the board of 
united mine workers. Rice lives in Dubois, 
Pa., and Morgan in Massillon, O. 


Prisoners Will Appeal. 

The defendants were surprised at both the 
decision and the sentences, and expressed 
themselves bitterly. Counsel for the im- 
prisoned miners are preparing for habeas 
corpus proceedings in the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals at Richmond, Va., 
alleging Judge Jackson had no jurisdiction, 


Upholds Right to Enjoin. 
Judge Jackson, in handing down his de- 


cision, said: 

“ What is an injunction? Is it the exer- 
else of an arbitrary power by the courts of 
the country, or is it a power that has been 
recognized from an early date as one of the 
branches of administrative justice? I an- 
swer this question by affirming that the or- 


dinary use of the writ of injunction is to © 


prevent wrongs and injuries to persons and 
their property, or to reinstate the rights of 
persons to their property when they have 
been deprived of it. It is the most efficient 
if not the only remedy to stay irreparable 
injury and to punish those who disobey the 
order of a court granting the writ. | 
‘‘In the language of the text writers, it is 
prohibitory and restitutory. A similar writ 
to this was in use in the days of the Roman 
empire and has always been in use in Eng- 
land from the foundation of the common law. 
it has been in use in this country since the 
organization of the government. 


Courts Do Not Abuse Writ. 

“It is a mistaken idea to suppose that the 
courts of this country abuse this writ. In 
my long experience on the bench 1 cannot 
recall a single occasion when any court, 
either federal or state, ever abused itin what 
is known as strike questions. It is true that 
our courts have been criticised severely by 
persons who are inimical to the use of it and 
have denounced the courts for governing by 
injunction. But this criticism isso obviously 
unjust to the courts that it is unnecessary 
to enter into a defense of them. 


Recognizes Right to Strike. 

‘**I do not question the right of the em- 
ployés of this company to quit work at any 
time they desire to do so, unless there is a 
contract relation between them and the em- 
ployer, which should control their right to 
quit. At the same time I do not recognize 
the right of an employer to coerce the em- 
ployés to continue their work when they 
desire to quit. 

“While I recognize the right of all la- 
borers to combine for the purpose of pro- 
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tecting all their lawful rights, I do not rec- 
ognize the right of laborers to conspire to- 
gether to compel employés, who are not dis- 
satisfied with their work in the mines, to lay 
down their picks and to quit their work with- 
out a. just or proper reason therefore, merely 
to gratify a professional set of agitators, 
organizers, and walking delegates, who roam 
all over the country as agents for somecom- 
bination, who are vampires that live and 
fatten on the honest labor of the coal miners 
of the country, and who are busybodies, 
creating dissatisfaction among a class of 
people who are quiet, well dispositioned, and 
who do not want to be dist@rbed by the un- 
ceasing agitation of this class of people. . 


Protects Owner and Emiploye. 

“In the ease we have under considera- 
tion these defendants are known as pro- 
fessional agitators, organizers, and walking 
delegates. They have nothing in common 
with the people who are employed in the 
mines of the Clarksburg Fuel company, 


“The strong arm of the court of equity is | 


invoked in this case not to suppress the 
right of free speech but to restrain and 


-§nhibit these defendants, whose only pur- 


pose is to bring about strikes by trying to 
coerce people who are not dissatisfied with 
the terms of their employment, which re- 
sults in inflicting injury and damage to their 
employers as well as the employés. 


Upholds Right to Work. 

“The right of a citizen to labor for wages 
that he is satisfied with is a right protected 
by law, and is entitled to the same protec- 
tion as free speech and should be better 
protected than the abuse of free speech, in 
which the organizers and agitators indulge in 
trying to produce strikes.”’ 

The court then referred to ‘“‘ Mother” 
Jones’ speech near the Kinnikinnick mines, 


- saying her utterances were the outgrowth 


of the sentiments of those who believe in 
communism and anarchy. 

“The evidence showed that ‘Mother’ 
Jones had cailed the miners ‘ slaves’; said 
she did not care anything for injunctions; 
that it was a duty to urge the men at work 
to lay down their tools, and advise the men 
to strike; that the judge wae a hireling of 
the coal company, and the coal operators 
were all robbers. She said Jn her speech to 
pay no attention to Judge Jackson or to the 
court, but just make the miners lay down 
their tools and come out. : 

“It is true ‘ Mother’ Jones denied some of 
the statements of the witnesses, but her 
denial was not positive, but equivocal.” 


All Guilty of Contempt. 

The court after reciting other acts in viole- 
tion of the injunction concluded with: 

“IT reach the conclusion that the defendants 
in this case who were served with notice of 
this injunction have violated it and have 
treated with contempt the order of this 


court.”’ 
Wilson Awaits Arrest. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 24.—Secretary Wil- 
son of the national mine workers is waiting 
the appearance of a deputy marshal from 
West Virginia to take: him before Judge 
Jackson, whose injunction he is charged with 
violating. Mr. Wils®n says he is perfectly 
willing to return to West Virginia if he is 
wanted, as he has done no wrong, and is not 


‘afraid to meet any just charges. The 


speeches he says were mere peaceful appeals 
to the men to stand by their cause. Mr. 
Wilson smiled when his speeches were re- 
ferred to as inflammatory. 


Mitchell Denounces Decision. 

‘President John Mitchell of the United 
Mineworkers of America was in Chicago 
when he was informed of Judge Jackson's 
decision. He denounced the decision as an 
outrage, and declared the miners should now 
speak without restraint. He defended Mrs. 
Mary Jones. 
“Labor is patient and long suffering,” 


‘said Mr. Mitchell, “and has remained silent 


when its wrongs cried for criticism, but now 
it should speak without restraint and de- 
nounce this outrageous violation of all 
American principle. If the constitution of 
the United States can be set aside by in- 
junctions the courts are greater than the 
constitution. They are the law themselves 
and there is little use for legislatures. This 
injunction of Judge Jackson’s forbids union 
men to walk on the highways or to talk to 


Nonunion men to persuade them to strike 


and takes from the union rmeembers the 
rights all citizens are supposed to be privi- 


‘leged to enjoy. 


“Mother Jones is a trades union socialist 
whose only crime against society is to advo- 
cate a better society, whose only crime 


‘against good government has been to plead 


for better government. Instead of inciting 
violence she is an earnestadvocate of peace- 
ful and fraternal measures. 
“Our speakers have violated no law. 
They were simply counseling our people on 
their own grounds. It was persuasion, not 


; intimidation.

* We shall appeal to the Supreme court and 
shall. immediately ask President Roosevelt to 
interfere before this outrageous decision can 
be put into force. 

“Such decisions tend to destroy the confi- 
dence of the working people in the impartial- 
ity of the courts and are bad for a country.

WILLIAM KUHNS IS MISSING

Wentworth Avenue Merchant Follows 
Alleged Officers Who Seized Slot Ma- 
chines—Friends Fear Foul Play.

“ Vivekananda was a frequent visitor at my house,”” said the Rev. H. W. Thomas, 
“He came frequently and freely. Whenever he de- 
sired he would make his appearance and stay as long as he desired. We enjoyed him, 
and came to know him well. He told me that his name, Vivekananda, which he took 
after the completion of his studies, meant ‘living conscience.’ At the time he took this 
name he was consecrated, or, as he considered it, created anew.

CAPTAIN INJURED AP FIRE 


FALLS FROM LADDER AND Is 
PICKED UP UNCONSCIOUS. 
Marinus L. Strook of Engine Company 
21, While Leading His Men to the 
Seat of a Blaze in Donohue & Henne- 
berry Building, Slips and Plunges 
to the Sidewalk—Old Landmark on 
the West Side, a Theater Before the 
Civil War, Is Destroyed. 


While leading his men- up a fire escape in” 


the rear of the Donohue & Henneberry build- 
ing last evening in an effort to carry a lead of 
hose to the seat of a small blaze on the fourth 
floor Capt. Marinus L. Strook of engine com- 
pany 21 slipped from the iron platform and 
fell to the sidewalk, striking on his head. 
When picked up he was unconscious and 
was taken to the Samaritan hospital, where 
it was thought he had sustained internal in- 
juries and the fracture of several bones. 
While the doctors were making an exam- 
ination he recovered consciousness and 
asked to be removed to the Wesley hospital, 
which was done at midnight. It was fourtd 
that he was not dangerously injured, his 
helmet saving him from a fractured skull. 


Just Misses Two Men. 

Engine company 21, which is located at 
State and Taylor streets, was the first to 
respond to a still alarm at 9o’clock. Capt. 
Strook assumed the lead, and when he fell 
narrowly missed striking two of his men, 
who were on the lower rungs of the ladder. 

The fire started under the fourth floor, near 
a gas engine, in the rooms occupied by the 
Gldbe Electrotype company, and was due to 
the woodwork becoming overheated. The 
dama to the stock of the company, the 
office of M. A. Donohue & Co., directly below, 
and to the building was given as $1,500. 


Old Landmark Destroyed. 

An old: landmark, said to have been the 
first brick building of over three stories 
erected on the west side, was destroyed by 
fire last night. It was a four story structure 
at 80 and 82 West Randolph street. 

It was built in 1858 by Henry Horner as 
a theater and was leased by Henry Smoke, 
who occupied it for four years as the first 
German theater in this city. In 1869 it was 
rented by Mr. Horner to the Masons, who

The flames spread so rapidly a second call 
for engines was sent in, but the building 
could not besaved. The falling of heavy irom 
shutters and the collapse of the roof en- 
dangered many of the firemen, but no one was) 
injured. Attention finally was devoted to 
protecting adjoining property.

The loss on the building at 80 and 
82 was $8,000, and $5,000 on the stock carried 
by Horner. The cereal company’s entire 
plant was destroyed and its loss will be

Winslow Plant Damaged. 

Fire damaged the plant of the Winslo 
Bros.’ company, manufacturers of orn 
mental iron, at Elizabeth street and Carroll 
avenue, shortly after noon yesterday to the 
amount of $40,000.

Bryan, Senator Carmack, E. M. Shep- 
ard, and Others Open on Republican 
‘Policies—Nebraskan Says Adminis- 
tration Is Rapidly Becoming Party 
of Aristocrats—Urges Conversien of 

' Republicans to Ranks of Democracy 
—Crowds Out to Hear. 


Nantasket, Mass., July 24.—[Special.]—The 
recently organized New England Demo- 
cratic league held a big meeting here today 
as a sort of introduction to the New Eng- 
land public. 

The meeting was heid in a big tent on the 
shores of Massachusetts bay, and the speak- 
ers came from the east, the west, and the 
south. The central figure was William J. 
Bryan, and among the speakers were Sena- 
tor Carmack of Tennessee, Edward M. Shep- 
ard of New York, and P. A. Collins, mayor 
of Boston. 


Will Boom No Candidate. 


The committee In charge of_the affair had 
it understood from the beginning that the 
club was formed for democratic harmony 
and was not intended to boom any man for 
president. 

Senator Bailey of Texas was expected, but 
was unable to attend and sent a letter of re- 
grets. 

Mayor Collins opened the proceedings and 
from that time forward the republican party 
was subjected to a steady bombardment. 
The democratic policies suggested were 
vague. 

After Senator Bailey’s letter had been 
read, Mayor Collins introduced Mr. Shepard, 
who discussed party troubles and party 
needs at some length. 

. Carmack Sees New Hope. 

Senator Carmack opened his speech with 
a tribute to the democracy of New Eng- 
land, who, he said, “‘ through all these years 
have dauntiessly faced the brutal repub- 
lican majorities that exist and persist in 
this section of the country,” and “ who, 
like one of old, have always risen with re- 
newed strength and courage from regular 
biennial contact with the earth.”’ 

The speaker censured the military admin- 
istration in the Philippines for cruelties in- 
flicted upon noricombatants and for the em- 
ployment of Macabebes, and then made a 
plea for old ideas and old policies. ; 

The last speaker of the day was William 
7 Mavens who had a carefully prepared ad- 


Speech of W. J. Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan said: “I always come to New 
England with pleasure because I recognize, 
as Senator Carmack has said he does, how 
much fidelity it requires to plead for democ- 
racy in New England. Here in New Eng- 
land a man may be a democrat with great 
credit. I have come here several times and 
I confese that my missionary work has not 
been crowned with the success I thought it 
deserved. 


Bolters Not Redeemable. 

Reverting to the democrats in and out of 
harmony with himself Mr. Bryan said: 

“To attempt to patch up an apparent har- 
mony between those who are not in sym- 
pathy with democratic purposes-is not only 
a waste of time but would prove disastrous. 
The men who deserted the party in 1896 may 
be divided into two classes. Those who left 
because they understood the issue presented 
and those who left because they did not 
understand the real nature of the contest.” 


Republican Wrong Doings. 

After explaining the defeats of 1896 and 
1900 Mr. Bryan said: 

“Since the election of 1900 imperialism is 
more openly avowed and imperialistic meth- 
ods more boldly entered upon because the 
administration can point to that election as 
an apparent indorsement, although the party 
leaders at that time vehemently denied im- 
perialistic intent. 

“Since the election of 1900 the trusts have 
grown and flourished under the republican 
administration, as might have been expect- 
ed 


“While the exploiters have been pressing 
their advantages at home and abroad the 
interests of the producers of wealth on the 
farm, in the factory, and in the mines have 
been utterly ignored, and the smal! business 
man has been left to such precarious exist- 
ence as the trusts permit him to enjoy.”’ 

The remedy for all this, Mr. Bryan sug- 
gested in conclusion, was to convince re- 
publicans of democratic tendencies the error 
of it all and win them over to the demo- 
cratic party. 

Hill Also for Harmony. 

Natchez, Miss., July 24.—David B. Hill, in 


a letter to the Mississippi democrats at Alli- 


son expressing his regret at being unable to 
accept an invitation, says:

United States and the Mikado 
Racing Cruisers to Mar- 
eus Island. 


SMALL SPECK IN PACIFIC, 


stars and Stripes Planted There 
in 1889—Claimants from 
Honolulu. 


Washington, D. C., July 24,—[Special.}— 
Japan and the United States,’ rival claim- 
ants for possession of Marcus island, in the 
west Pacific, are racing warships for the 
coveted spot, and on a third vessel, command- 
ed by Andrew Rosehill, an adventurous navi- 
gator of the South seas, is on his way to claim 
possession. 

Marcus island is a lump of rock five miles 
long by two wide, protruding from the waters 
of the Pacific 800 miles southeast of Japan, 
800 miles northeast of Guam, and 2,800 miles 
due west from Honolulu. It was discovered 
by Capt. Rosehill on June 30, 1889. On that 
date he landed, raised the American flag, and 
left a written record showing that he had 
taken possession of the island in the name 
of the United States. The island is valuable 
only for the millions of dollars’ worth of 
guano’ it holds. 


Rosehill Sails July 11. 

Captain Rosehill filed his claim to the is- 
land with the state department in 1889, but 
never perfected his title until last March. 
On July 11, with two partners, he sailed 
from Honolulu to take possession of the 
island and to work the guano deposits. 

In the meantime forty or fifty Japanese 
coolies have been settled on the island by a 
Yokohama syndicate and Japan now claims 
the island. Today is was announced that a 
Japanese cruiser had started for Marcus 
isiand to dispossess Captain Rosehill and to 


The interesting international incident 
which is involved in Captain Rogsehill’s ad- 
venture, has caused a lot of telegraphing 
between Washington and the far east with- 
in the last twenty-four hours. 


State Department Busy. 
When the state department got word that 


‘the Japanese government was about to send 


a war vessel from Yokohama to establish 
the sovereignty of the mikado over Marcus 
island and keep Rosehill from making a 
landing the department officials began to 
realize the thing was serious. They figured 
out that if Rosehill made a fight to land 
or to keep from being evicted bloodshed 
might result and then there would be trouble 
between Japan and the United States. So 
Acting Secretary of State Hill sent a cable 
message to Alfred BE. Buck, United States 
minister at Tokio, to send word to Rosehill 
by the Japanese man of war that he must 
not make any forcible resistance to the au- 
thority of Japan. 

Today the state department officials came 
to the conclusion that it might be well to 
have a United States cruiser at Marcus 
island, not only to see that Rosehill didn’t 
do anything that might bring about friction 
between this government and Japan, but 
to see that his rights as an American citizen 
and his claim to ownership of the island 
were regarded with proper respect. 


Cruiser Sent from Manila.

MORO SULTAN IS A HOSTAGE. 


Mindanao Chief Arrested for Refusing 
to Give Up Men Who Attacked Amer- 
icans from Ambush. :

MANILA, July 24.—The sultan of Bina- 
dayan, in the island of Mindanao, is under 
arrest and will be held as a hostage for the 
delivery of the Moros who, on June 22, at- 
tacked two Americans.

He was horribly mutilated. Before dying 
he confessed having participated in the am- 
bush of the Americans. Tongul, the leader 
of the attack, has fortified his house and 
defies thé sultan of, Binadayan’s followers 
to capture him. 


Hickman’s Trial Is Ended. 


The court martial of Lieut. Edwin A. Hick- 
man of the First cavalry, on the charges of 
having ducked in a pond two natives of 
Tayabas because they refused to guide him 
to the stronghold of the insurgent leader, 
Caballes, and with having ducked a third 
native, who died from the maltreatment, 
has been concluded after two brief sittings 
and Lieut.,Jlickman is believed to have been 
acquitted. 

The defense admitted all of the specifica- 
tions in the first charge, taking exception 
only to the word “ unlawful,” and pleaded 
justification under general order 100 and the 
conditions prevailing in Tayabas province. 

‘Lieut. Hickman testified regarding the 
charge that he had c&used the deati: of a 
third native, and said that witnesses at the 
Gardener inquiry testified that this man 
died from injuries, that he was not ducked, 
and that he was not molested.

J. Pierpont Morgan’s Son Says Ship 
Combine Will Be Formed as Or- — 
iginally Planned.

Referring to the circular issued yesterday 
by the company owning the Dominion line, 
a member of the Morgan firm said today that 
it had no significance save to point out what 
becomes of the 5 per cent dividend declared 
at the meeting. He added that the com- 
panies concerned in the combination are 
pledged to the arrangement and that it is 
not. necessary for the syndicate to complete 
the formal agreement before Dec. 31. 

The Shipping Gazette confirms the etate- 
ments made above. 

A dispatch from Montreal says the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway company has tele- 
graphed an offer to establish a fast passen- 
ger service, composed of four steamers, with 
the most modern equipment, and with-a 
speed of twenty knots an hour, between 
Quebec and Liverpool, together with a 
freight service comprising ten steamers of 
good speed, fitted with all modern appliances. 

The conditions of the offer doubtless figure 
within the stbsidy of $1,300,000 annually.

Mr. Balfour somewhat allayed the feeling 
of nervousness by explaining that the doc- 
tors had been instructed that under no con- 
sideration whatever must they decide upon 
the date for the coronation unless they were 
absolutely positive the king would not dis- 
appoint the people again. Mr. Balfour 
pointed out that as the doctors had shown 
so far such splendid judgment it would 
be wrong to doubt it now, however diffcult 
it might be for a layman to understand how 
a patient who could not stand up today 
could be crowned Aug. 9. There is no doubt, 
however, that the cabinet will follow anx- 
jously the king’s convalescence during the

ALONE IN A STRANGE CITY, 
WOMAN-ATTEMPTS TO DIE. 


Guest at Sidway Hotel Inhales Gas ani 
Is Unconscious When Found—Her 
Recovery Said to Be Doubtful. 


Deserted, and in a strange city without 
money, Mrs. Ella Perry, a guest at the Sid- 
way hotel, Chicago and Dearborn avenues, 
attempted suicide last night by inhaling 
gas. She was unconscious when found, and 
her recovery is reported doubtful. 

Guests at the hotel were just preparing to 
go to dinner when an employé rushed into 
the corridor and informeé Manager Collins 
that a woman had taken her life. There was 
great excitement and rush was made for 
the third floor, where the odor of gas was de- 
tected. 

Manager Collins found the door and tran- 
som of Mrs. Perry’s room securely locked, 
and he was forced to break open the former. 
The curtains had been drawn. The volume 
of gas which poured out of the room was 
almest overpowering to the guests who had 
assembled in the hallway. 

After opening a window Mr. Collins saw 
the body of the woman on the bed. In her 
mouth was a hose, which was attached to 
a gas jet that had been turned on to its full 
force. She was still alive and a physician 
was hastily summoned. 

Dr. Edgar Smith worked two hours try- 
ing to revive the woman, but was unsuccess- 
ful. He then ordered her removed to Pas- 
savant hospital, where at an early hour this 
morning she was reported still unconscious 
and in a serious condition, . 

Search of the room revealed a note on 
which Mrs. Perry had written her name, but 
which bore no add®ss. It was turned over 
to Inspector Campbell and reads as follows: 

My brother lives at Watkins, N. Y. Chek, the 
undertaker, has taken my watch and rings.~ 0, 
Frank, why did you treat me like this? Am a 
stranger here and have no money and nothing to 
live for. I wish some one would send my trunk 
home to my sister, Mrs. Probasco of Watkins, N. 
Y. I owe the hotel man just $4. 

Inquiry by the police to learn the identity 
of '' Chek ”’ and “ Frank ’’ has been unavail- 
ing. It is believed that the former is a 
pawnbroker. Police at Watkins, N. Y., 
have been notified. 


CAB DRIVERS’ UNIONS MERGE. 


Fight Between Rival Organizations Is 
Ended—Benevolent Features of Both 
.ssociations Are Retained. 


The Chicago Hack, Coupé, and Cab Driv- 
ers’ union No. 1 has absorbed the association 
of cab owners and drivers. There had been 
a fight between the two organizations for 
years, until it was finally agreed that one 
body could make more progress than two 
rival organizations. 

Under the terms of the amalgamation the 
benevolent features of the Cab Owners’ as- 
sociation will be continued under the offi- 
cers who have had charge of it for a long 
time. The association has $3,000 In the treas- 
ury and pays $7 a week to members when 
sick and a death benefit of $110. The union 
also pays a death benefit of $100, so that 
members of the amalgamated organization 
who die will be well provided for. 

The Cab Owners’ association had 250 mem- 
bers, and all these will become affiliated with 
the union. In addition, the livery drivers. 
must get into the organization, which has 
become one of the strongest in the city. It 
is the intention of the members to insist upon 
all drivers of hagks and coupés becoming 
members of the¥union, or they will not be 
permitted to drive in funerals or processions 
where union drivers are employed. 

At a funeral on Sunday two drivers were 
compelled to turn out their vehicles and drive 
back to the barn because they had no cards. 
President W. J. Gibbons of the union said 
yesterday that 1,500 drivers would be taken 
into the union this month. He has opened 
headquarters at 83 Madison street, where the 
new members are being initiated from 1 to 
3 o’clock every afternoon. 


MESSENGER BOYS GO ON STRIKE 


Western Union Employes, When Re- 
fused More Pay and Work, Organ- 
ize and Walk Out. 


‘Twenty messenger boys went on strike at 
the central office of the Western Union com- 
pany last night. Ten of the boys were ex- 
tras who wanted more work than they were 
getting. The other ten quit because they 
wanted more money. 

A heavy force of the boys was employed 
early in the week. On Wednesday evening 
five were told not to come back, and last 
night five more were informed their services 
were not requ‘-ed, but all would be called 
when needed.

POLICE BRAY A PRISONER, 


CHARGED WITH BRUTALITY BY 
WITNESSES OF STRUGGLE. 


Patrolmen Assert That Man in Custody 
Resisted Arrest and That His Com- 
pantons Sought to Rescue Him— 
Several Hundred People See the 
Fight and Detectives Drive Back the 
Crowd—Complaints of Cruelty to Be 

: Made at Station. 


Policemen in a fight with four prisoners at 
Indiana and Clark streets yesterday are ac- 
cused of brutality by many of the several 
hundred people who witnessed the struggle. 

One old man who sought to intercede was 
threatened with arrest if he didn’t desist, and 
answered that he would go to the station 
anyway, and drove there in his own. buggy 
to complain of the conduct he had witnessed. 

The police say one of their prisoners re- 
sisted arrest and that his companions at- 
tempted to secure his release. Some of the 
witnesses, however, declared the contest 
was an exhibition of unnecessary cruelty 
on the part of the patrolmen. 

Lieut. John Stift of the Bast Chicago ave- 
nue station had arrested Joseph Graham, 19 
years old, on a warrant charging burglary, 
issued by Antonio Bernier of 64 North State, 
street. - 

Knock Prisoner Senseless. | 

The police were ‘seen to place Graham in 

the patrol wagon with the others arrested 
and then to attack him, one.of them using 
the butt of a revolver. Graham was 
knocked senseless and bleeding on the floor 
of the wagon, though said to be powerless’ 
at the time to resist or even to defend him- 
self. 
_ The East Chicago avenue police had been 
searching for Graham several days, and 
when Lieut. Stift saw him at State and In- 
diana streets yesterday he arrested him-at 
once and started to the patrol box. Gra- 
ham’'‘s friends followed and were about to 
make a rush when Detectives McNally, 
Clancy, and McCarthy appeared, and after 
much trouble succeeded in pushing the crowd 
away from the patrol box, but not before 
several of the ringleaders had sustained 
disfigured faces. 


Accused of Robbery. 


The crime for which he was arrested was 
committed last Monday morning. Bernier 
was assaulted and robbed in a lumber yard 
at the foot of Illinois street by three young 
men, who, after giving him a severe beating, 
went through his pockets and took $25, a 
gold watch and chain, and some keys. Ber- 
nier was left lying in a pool of water uncon- 
scious, and it Was nearly an hour after when 
he was found by a policeman. 

When Bernier appeared at his room he was: 
informed by his landlady, Mrs. Ella Lynch, 
that his apartment had been entered by a 
young man, who had ransacked his trunk 
and had secured a valuable rifie:-and some 
clothing and jewelry. The thief was seen 
coming from the room by Mrs. Lynch, and 
when she attempted te intercept him he 
threatened to shoot her. The man, however, 
was known to Mrs. Lynch, and, at the re- 
quest of Inspector Campbell, Bernier secured 
warrants for the man’s arrest. 


Daring Boy Robbers Caught. 
Carefully finding their way across @ scant- 


dows in the light shaft of Lyon Brothers’ 
wholesale building, two 14 year old boys 
earried armfuls of plunder yesterday after- 
noon. Without being detected by any of 
the hundreds of employés in the building 
at Market and Monro@ streets, the boys 
made their way to the ground floor in a 
freight elevator and escaped. . 

Albert Linde and Earl Goirske were the 
daring lads, according to the Central sta- 
tion police, and were arrested an hour after 
the robbery. Detectives say Linde con- 
fessed to the theft. In trying to sell their 
plunder they were detected. They will have 
a hearing today. 

Burglar Shows Hard Heart. 

Two burglars entered the boarding -house 
at 310 West Monroe street shortly before 
da@ylight and went to the room of David 
Babcock, an artist. Babcock was awakened 
when one of the men reached under his pil- 
low. He was seized by the throat and a re- 
volver was held to his head while the men 
searched the room and secured $6.

“I earnestly hope and believe you never 
will get into battle, but if you do, it is going 
to be mighty important to hit the other 
fellow; and you are going to be able to do it 
largely in consequence of the way you have 
put in your time, knowing your rifle until 
it is a part of yourself, until you can 
it, take care of it, and use it. 


Pride of American Army. 

“Tt has been the pride of the American 
army in the past that our troops always have 
used their rifies efficiently. We have prided 
ourselves upon having an army of marksmen. 
Our army has given us a just pride in H, be- 
cause its constant and zealous effort has been 
to take care of itself in the field and in all that 
pertains to the duties of a soldier. 

“TI think, gentlemen, that much help can 
be given to the national guards of the states 
by the action of the United States govern- 
ment. I want to see the national guard 
armed with the best and most modern weap- 
ons. I want to see the infantry with the 
Krag-Jorgensen and I want to see the ar- 
tilery with the three point two gun of the 
regular army. I am happy to say that a bill 
has been passed through the lower house 
which will eriable the national government 
materially to aid the natiofal guard ‘of the 
different states. At the nextsession I firmly 
believe that we will get it through the United 
States senate, and then I can guarantee the 
signature of the president. [Laughter and 
applause.] | 

**I think our people have not always ap- 
preciated the débt they were under to the 
national guard. A man who goes into the 
national guard amd does his duty fairly and 
squarely there puts the whole country under 
an obligation to him. Always in our history 
it has been the case—as it will be in the 
future—that if war should arise it is to be met 
mainly by the citizen soldier—the volunteer 
soldier. 

“We have, in the regular army, officered 
as it is and filled with the type of enlisted 
men—we have in it an army which I firmly 
believe; for its size, is unequaled in the 
civilized world; and I am snre that 1 can chal- 
lenge the most generous support from the 
national guard for the regular army of the 
United States, 


Army from the People. 

* But that army its, and of necessity must 
be, so smell that in the event of serious 
trouble in the future the great bulk of our 
troops must come, as in the past they have 
come, from the ranks of the people them- 
selves, and in forming. those regiments the 
good done by the presence in them of men 
who have served faithfully in the national 
guard cannot be overestimated. Those men 
are ready. They know what is expected of 
them. They train others to do the work 
that is needed.

do his duty decently and honestly in a na- 
tional guard regiment, are fundamentally — 
the qualities that he needs to make him @ 
good citizen in private life.

WATER POWER PLAN FOUGHT 
IN SUIT FILED BY CITIZEN. 


William F. Rice Seeks to Restrain the 
Sanitary District from Going Ahead 
with Its Controlling Project. 


The control and development of water 
power at Hickory creek, in the Township of 
Joliet, as contemplated by the Sanitary dis- 
triet, is attacked by a@ bill filed yesterday in 
the Circuit court by William F. Rice, @ 
resident of the west side.

MAY TELLALL 


WILL ESCAPE PRISON IF HE RE. 
VEALS BRIBERY PLOT. 


Effort Made to nave Penitentiary Sen- 
tence Changed to a Fine, and State’s 
Attorney Deneen Says He Will Con- 
sent Only on Condition That Con- 
vieted Man Makes a Clean Breast 
of the Traction Case Deals—Likely 
to Involve Prominent Officials. 


There is strong probability that the entire 
story of the bribing of the justice court juries 
which secured victory for the Union Traction 
company in two of the Austin transfer cases 
will now come to light. 

“ Bill” Gallagher is on the point of con- 
fessing to save himself from the penitentiary 
penalty imposed on him in the first bribery 
trial. His friends and advisers assert that 
if he does talk not only will Patrick H. 
O'Donnell, James T. Brady, and Cyrus 8. 
Simon, convicted with him in the first case, 
be heavily involved but that at least two 
‘prominent officials of the traction corpora- 
tion may be drawn into the bribery mire. 

** Gallagher will never go to the penften- 
tiary,’’ said the ex-convict's intimate friend 
and personal adviser last night. “He was 
‘ double crossed ’ in the effort to save O’ Doh- 
nell, Brady, and Simon at his expense, and 
he knows it. As a result he will have no 
compunction in saving himself by telling the 
entire story.”’ 

Gallagher first showed his hand yesterday 
when, during the course of his arguments for 
a new trialin the first case, he practically ad- 
mitted his readiness to plead guilty in thts 
case, provided the punishment was commuted 
to a fine. Already this proposition has been 
submitted to State’s Attorney Deneen. 

*“* We shall agree to any such plea only on 
one condition,”’ said Mr. Deneen, “‘ and that 
is that Gallagher tell everything he kfiows 
about the bribery affair. Under no other 
conditfons will his proposed plea of guilty be 
allowed, if -we can help it.” 

Tremendous pressure is being brought on 
Gallagher to keep him from telling anything. 
O'Donnell’s friends have bombarded him 
with promises of an early pardon through 
political influence. "Even the agents of the 
traction corporation are said to have prom- 
ised that *‘ everything will be fixed for him ”’ 
if he will only stand firm. . 


May Yield to Wife and Daughter. 
‘But the interests which outweigh these 
promises are Gallagher's wife and daughter. 

“If my father should have to go to the 
penitentiary,’ said the: latter, ‘I know it 
would kill my mother.” 

It is because of his wife and daughter that 
his friends have urged him to, make a con- 
fession, if that is the only step which will 
save him from again wearing stripes. 

The foremost plea that Gallagher's sen- 
tence be modified was made during; the day 
by Attorney Clarence 8. Darrow, counsel for 
the O’Donnells and Brady. He urged that 
the penalty should be commuted to a fine, 
because O’Donnell, Brady, and Simon were 
only fined. 

“But how can I alter the finding ok a 
jury?’ demanded Judge Brentano. 


Plea of Guilty Proposed. 

“The verdict as it affects Gallagher,” re- 
turned Mr. Darrow, “ is illogical. The evi- 
dence showed that Gallagher acted as an 
agent in the alleged jury bribing transac- 
tions. It is absurd to visit on the agenta 
more severe penalty than that visited onthe 
principals. _ 

“The court can grant a new trial on the 
ground that the punishment isexcessive, and 
on the express agreement by Gallagher that 
if a new trial be granted he will enter a plea 
of guilty on the court’s fixing the penalty at 
a fine, pay the amount immediately, thus 
waiving the right of appeal and making it 
impossible to take advantage of any error in 
the proceedings.”’ 

Gallagher at once admitted, through his 
friends in court, that he would wNlingly enter 
the plea of guilty if the court would allow 
such an agreement. 


Decision Expected Today. 


Mr. Darrow also argued for a new trial 
for O'Donnell and Brady, and Attorneys 
Soelke and Walker spoke for others of the 
convicted men. This morning State's Attor- 
ney Deneen and Mr. Barnes will reply, and 
a decision on the request for a new trial is 
expected from Judge Brentano during the 
afternoon, 

“If Gallagher talks,” said an attaché of 
the state's attorney’s office last night, ** sev- 
eral big men are certain to be implicated, as 
connecting links will be s ied.”’ 


Who Is Paying Bills? 
“Who is paying the attorneys’ bills?” is & 
query asked frequently in the Criminal court. 
The lawyers retained in the first case drew 
a total of $425 daily during the trial.

HARD BLOW "0 STROBTER 


COURT TO PASS ON A RESTRAIN- 
ING ORDER TODAY. 


Acting Under Instructions of Judge 
Chytraus, Attorney A. B. Wells, Rep- 
resenting Mrs. Louisa Healy, Has 
Prepared a Decrée Enjoining the 
Captain from Invading Lake Shore 
Lands—Other Property Owners Say 
They Share in the Victory. 


The beginning of the final chapter in the 
long history of the struggle of ‘* Capt.’’ 
George Wellington Streeter for possession of 
the “ district of Lake Michigan” probably 
will be written today. 

Pursuant to the instructions of Judge 
Chytraus, Arthur B. Wells, attorney for Mrs. 
Louisa Healy, has drawn up a decree which 
will be handed to the court for its signature 
some time today. The decree follows closely 
the findings of Master in Chancery Graville 
W. Brown, which was approved by Judge 
Chytraus on Wednesday. 

It states that a tract containing over six 
acres and lying on both sides of Chestnut 
street in the ‘* deestrict’’ belongs to Mrs. 
Healy in fee simple; that the premises are 
situated within the limits of Cook county 
and the state of Illinois, a point always vig- 
orously contested by Streeter; and perma- 
nently enjoins Streeter and Billy’ Mc- 
Manners from interfering in any manner 
with the possession of Mrs. Healy of the land. 

It is. held by the parties interested in the 
litigation that such a decision in regard to 
Mrs. Healy’s land holds good in the case of 
every one of the original claimants to prop- 
erty:in the tract. 

The case is a notable one inasmuch as it 
is the first time that the courts have ever 
had to pass oan the point of actual title. ‘There 
have been frequent actions in court over the 
property, but they have pren confined .to 
suits of forcible entry and detainer, and the 
like. The actual ownership of any part of 
the filled in\ lands east of Lincoln Park 
boulevard has never been made the point at 
issue before. 

The decisive point in the 2,000 typewritten 
pages of evidence which the master in chan- 
cery accumulatede was the act of thé* legis- 
jature in 1809, which gave the commissioner 
of Lincoln park the right to bargain with 
the owners of the shore property between 
‘Ohio and Oak streets fur the construction of 
the extension to the Lake Shore drive and 
the filling in of the submerged land between 
the drive and the shore. 

This act was sustained by the Supreme 
court in 1896 in the suit of the People versus 
Charles 8. Kirk et al. and the commission- 
ers of Lincoln park. 

Streeter did not bother Mrs. Héaly until 
Oct. 5, 1901, when after a skirmish with N. K. 
Fairbank he moved his famous tent to a 
point just south of Chestnut street and be- 
gan occupying herland. Mrs. Healy secured 
e writ of forcible detainer, and then Streeter 
brought the matter before Judge Chetlain 
in a petition to have Mrs. Healy restrained 
from taking possession of the land.

It will require from six months to a year 
to reach the stage where actual operations 
can begin.

board of officers. It is held that the army 
should be allowed a year to effect important 
and extensive changes in uniforms such as 
is contemplated by the new regulations. 
When important changes are made in the 
navy uniform that period is allowed officers 
in ‘which to wear out the uniforms they pos- 
sess before they are required to @o to the 
expense of equipping themselves with the 
new habiliment. Another cause of complaint 
is that some staff officers must provide for 
themselves eight different headgears, and 
all officers must have at least seven. The. 
eight pieces of headgear which have been 
adopted among the regulations are the chap- 
peau, which is confined to general officers 
and officers of staff, cérps. and departments; 
the full dress cap, the dress cap, the white 
cap. the service cap, the white helmet. the 
service helmet, the yellow helmet, and the 
campaign hat. 

This equipment and the varied assortment 
of devices and insignia must be @ part of 
every officer's uniform by Jan. 1. This re- 
quirement operates as a hardship, espe- 
cially on the younger officers who have been 
recently commissioned and who nave just 
purchased their military apparel. and who 
must now refurnish their wardrobe.

SECRETARY OF WAR COMING TO 
CONVENTION AT PEORIA, 


Accepts Invitation to Address Gath- 
ering of Republican Clubs of Iilt- 
nots on Sept. 24—Will Speak as Ad- 
ministration’s Representative—Oc- 
casion to Be Notable Event in Poli- 
ties—Other Party Leaders Are Ex- 
pected to Take Part in Affair.

GALLAGHER MAY TELL ALL 


WILL ESCAPE PRISON IF HE RE. 
VEALS BRIBERY PLOT. 


Effort Made to Have Penitentiary Sen- 
tence Changed to a Fine, and State’s 
Attorney Deneen Says He Will Con- 
sent Only on Condition That Con- 
vieted Man Makes a Clean Breast 
of the Traction Case Deale—Likely 
to Involve Prominent Offictals. 


There is strong probability that the entire 
story of the bribing of the justice court juries 
which secured victory for the Union Traction 
company in two of the Austin transfer cases 
will now come to light. | 

“ Bill”? Gallagher is on the point of con- 
v fessing to save himself from the penitentiary 
penalty imposed on him: in the first bribery 

trial. His friends and advisers assert that 
if he does talk not only will Patrick H. 
O'Donnell, James T. Brady, and Cyrus 8. 
Simon, convicted with him in the first cage, 
be heavily involved but that at least two 
‘prominent officials of the traction corpora- 
tion may be drawn into the bribery mire. 

** Gallagher will never go to the peniten- 
tilary,’’ said the ex-convict’s intimate friend 
and personal adviser last night. “He was 
‘ double crossed ’ in the effort to save O’ Doh- 
nell, Brady, and Simon at his expense, and 
he knows it. As a result he will have no 
compunction in saving himself by telling the 
entire story.” 

Gallagher first showed his hand yesterday 
when, during the course of his arguments for 
a new trialin the first case, he practically ad- 
mitted his readiness to plead guilty in thts 
case, provided the punishment was commuted 
to a fine. Already this proposition has been 
submitted to State’s Attorney Deneen. } 

“We shall agree to any such plea only on 
one condition,’’ said Mr. Deneen, ‘‘ and that 
is that Gallagher tell everything he kfiows 
about the bribery affair. Under no other 
conditfons will his proposed plea of guilty be 
allowed, if we can help it.” 

Tremendous pressure is being brought on 
Gallagher to keep him from telling anything. 
O’Donnell’s friends have bombarded him 
with promises of an early pardon through 
political influence. Even the agents of the 
traction corporation are said to have prom- 
ised that ‘“‘ everything will be fixed for him ”’ 
if he will only stand firm. 8 . 


May Yield to Wife and Daughter. 


But the interests which outweigh these 
promises are Gallagher's wife and daughter. 

“If my father should have to go to the 
penitentiary,’ said the latter, know it 
would kill my mother.” 

It is because of his wife and daughter that 
his friends have urged him to, make a con- 
fession, if that is the only step which will 
save him from again wearing stripes. 

The foremost plea that Gallagher’s sen- 
tence be modified was made during the day 
by Attorney Clarence 8.

Plea of Guilty Proposed. 

‘* The verdict as it affects Gallagher,” re- 
turned Mr. Darrow, “is illogical. The evi- 
dence showed that Gallagher acted as an 
agent in the alleged jury bribing transac- 
tions. It is absurd to visit on the agenta 
more severe penalty than that visited onthe 
principals. _ 

“ The court can grant a new trial on the 
ground that the punishment isexcessive, and 
on the express agreement by Gallagher that 
if a new trial be granted he will enter a plea 
of guilty on the court's fixing the pénalty at 
a fine, pay the amount immediately, thus 
waiving the right of appeal and making it 
impossible to take advantage of any error in 
the proceedings.”’ 

Gallagher at once admitted, through his 
friends in court, that he would willingly enter 
the plea of guilty if the court would allow 
such an agreement. 


Decision Expected Today.

“No, I haven’t,” she replied,’ but if I 
had, I wouldn’t have much fear of it being 
raised too high by you.”’ 

Mr. West reflected. 

“ Well,”” he said, ‘“‘to show that we re- 
publicans are not bad fellows, we'll wipe out 
your assessment this time altogether.” 

A representative of Mrs. M. Ames, 2108 
Prairte avenue, had a hard time explaining 
to Reviewer Upham how it was tnat Mrs. 
Ames, who he admitted had a yearly income 
of $7,000, only had $14.92 in money to sched- 
ule. Her total personal schedule was $1,859, 
and the assessors’ estimate $15,000.

HARD BLOW 10 STREETER. 


COURT TO PASS ON A RESTRAIN: 
ING ORDER TODAY. | 


Acting Under Instructions of Judge 
Chytraus, Attorney A. B. Wells, Rep- 
resenting Mrs. Louisa Healy, Has 
Prepared a Decré¢e Enjoining the 
Captain from Invading Lake Shore 
Lands—Other Property Owners Say 
They Share in the Victory. 


The beginning of the final chapter in the 
long history of the struggle of ‘ Capt.’ 
George Wellington Streeter for possession of 
the “ district of Lake Michigan’’ probably 
will be written today. | 

Pursuant to the instructions of Judge 
Chytraus, Arthur B. Wells, attorney for Mrs. 
Louisa Healy, has drawn up a decree which 
will be handed to the court for its signature 
some time today. The decree follows closely 
the findings of Master in Chancery Graville 
W. Brown, which was approved by Judge 
Chytraus on Wednesday. 

It states that a tract containing over six 
acres and lying on both sides of Chestnut 
street in the ‘“‘ deestrict’’ belongs to Mrs. 
Healy in fee simple; that the premises are 
situated within the limits of Cook county 
and the state of Illinois, a point always vig- 
oreusly contested by Streeter; and perma- 
nentiy enjoins Streeter and “ Billy’ Mc- 
Manners from interfering in any manner 
with the possession of Mrs. Healy of the land. 

It is held by the parties interested in the 
litigation that such a deciston in regard to 
Mrs. Healy’s land holds good in the case of 
every one of the origina! claimants to prop- 
erty:in the tract. 

The case is a notable one inasmuch as it 
is the first time that the courts have ever 
had to pass on the point of actual title. There 
have been frequent actions in court over the 
property, but they have peen confined ,to 
suits of forcible entry and detainer, and the 
like. The actual ownership of any part of 
the filled in lands east of Lincoln Park 
boulevard has never been made the point at 
issue before. 

The decisive point in the 2,000 typewritten 
pages of evidence which the master in chan- 
ecery accumulatede was the act of' legis- 
jature in 1899, which gave the commissioner 
of Lincoln park the right to bargain with 
the owners of the shore property between 
Onto and Oak streets fur the construction of 
the extension to the Lake Shore drive and 
the filling in of the submerged land between 
the drive and the shore. 

This act was sustained by the Supreme 
court in 1896 in the suit of the People versus 
Charles 8. Kirk et al. and the commission- 
ers of Lincoln park. 

Streeter did not bother Mrs. Healy until 
Oct. 5, 1901, when after a skirmish with N. K. 
Fairbank he tmoved his famous tent to a 
point just south of Chestnut street and be- 
gan occupying herland. Mrs. Healy secured 
e writ of forcible detainer, and then Streeter 
brought the matter before Judge Chetlain 
in a petition to have Mrs. Healy restrained 
from taking possession of the land. 


STATE’S ATTORNEY SUSPECTS 
CONSPIRACY OF CONSTABLES. 


Disappearance of Martin Howe, Whom 
Jurors Fail to Convict of Murder, 
Arouses Belief He Was Aided. 


Constable Martin Howe, who escaped con- 
viction for the murder of James F. Harty, 
‘the jury being.** hanged’’ by Juror C. A. 
McDonald, cannot be found by the police, 
and the state’s attorney's office has spread 
its dragnet for’ a number of constables 
under the belief that they were in a con- 
spiracy to aid Howe to escape and spirit 
him beyond the jurisdiction of the courts. 

A number. of these vificials were about 
the Criminal court on Wednesday after- 
noon, it ts asserted, and immediately after 
Judge. Brentano forfeited Howe's bonds 
they disappeared to spread the alarm. 

The man suspected as the tall, blond 
stranger who sought to bribe Juror McDon- 
ald through Saloonkeeper .Jacob Simon is 
said also to have disappeared. 

‘But we must get the would-be briber 
who tried to reach Rapp,’ said an attaché 
of the state’s attorney’s office last night. 
“If that fellow can be found we expect to 
draw the entire case to a focus at once.”’ 
Constable J. M. Bonga was the first man 
to be caught in the dragnet and charged 
with being a partner to the alleged con- 
spiracy to get his fellow member of the 
constabulary out of sight. but he was re- 
leased after a brief examination. 

Deputy Sheriff Tom Morrison and a num- 
ber of detectives searched for Howe all day. 
They declare that he hae fled the city. His 
friends insist that he is merely stowed away 
until a mew bond cam be arranged for. Dur- 
ing the day Judge Brentano issued an order 
on the missing man’s bondsmen to appear 
in court at the next term and show why an 
execution should not iseue against them to 
secure the amount of the bond. $20,000.

SECRETARY OF WAR COMING TO 
CONVENTION AT PEORIA. 


Aecepte Invitation to Address Gath- 
ering of Republican Clubs of Iilt- 
nois on Sept. 24—Will Speak as Ad- 
ministration’s Representative—Oc- 
casion to Be Notable Event in Poli- 
ties—Other Party Leaders Are Ex- 
pected to Take Part in Affair. 


Secretary of War Elihu Root will fire the 
opening gun of the republican campaign in 
Illinois. He has accepted the invitation of 
the state committee to speak at the Peoria 
convention and love feast on Sept. 24. Ina 
letter to Congressman A. J. Hopkins the 
secretary said he would come and make an 
address to the republicans of Illinois on that 
occasion, and that it would give him great 
pleasure to do so. 

In order to secure Mr. Root’s presence it 
was found necessary to again change the 
date and set it ahead from Sept. 18 to Sept. 
24. According to his letter Mr. Root is now 


expects to be gone about six weeks, 

Mr. Hopkins placed all this information 
in the hands of Chairman Fred Rowe, Len 
T. Small, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, and John H. Parker, president of the 
State League of Republican clubs, who have 
charge of the arrangements for the affair. 


Affair to Be a Notable One. 


The intention is to make the gathering one 
of the most notable political events in the 
history of Illinois campaigns. The coming 
of Secretary Root in itself will,.so the lead- 
ers say, draw an immense crowd. He has 
not appeared before an dudience of western 
voters at a campaign rally or underany other 
auspices. 

The reports sent to headquarters indi- 
cate a strong desire among the people to see 
and hear Mr. Root. But he will not be the 
only star performer, unless all the voters 
who have been or will be invited refuse to 
come. If they all accept the aggregation 
may include Senator Hanna, Senator Dolli- 
ver, Senator Fairbanks, Senator Spooner, 
Senator Beveridge, Senator Cullom, and a 
number of the most prominent of the home 
talent spellbinders. Secretary Root is to

PLAYING WITH THE PUBLIC. 

Building Commissioner Kiolbassa seems 
fo regard the present storm of public dis- 
approval as a passing shower rather than 
a8 @ Washout. He hag retired to a farm 
in Wisconsin and probably intends to re- 
main there until the sun comes out again 
and the clouds are rolled away. His in- 
spectors, meanwhile, are left without his 
intelligent guidance and inspiriting encour- 
agement. Besides, their number is being 

;reduced. Price, Cier, Peters, and Doherty 
are all suspended. Doherty went yesterday. 
Chief Inspector Barry made a report which 
implicated him, and Deputy Commissioner 
O’Shea told him that. he might go off duty 
until Mr. Kiolbassa got back. This is not 
dismissal. Doherty is still an inspector. 
So is Cier. So is Price. So is Peters. 
None of the four is gone for good. When 
Mr. Kiolbassa recovers from the effects 
of overwork and returns to his office ihe 
whole quartet may be reinstated. 

In order to prevent reinstatement charges 
must be filed and remissness must be proved. 
Only in that way can the city get what it 
ought to have, the dismissal, instead of the 
suspension, of undeniably careless public 
servants. What attitude does Mr. Kiol- 
bassa intend t ke? Chicago now has 
only eleven building inspectors and new 
buildings are going up in all quarters. The 
places of the suspended four cannot be 
filled until they are finally removed from 
the department. What steps will be taken 
to remove them? Or are theyinnocent? In 

. that case, will they not be taken back as 

soon as possible? Chicago needs more 

than eleven inspectors. It also needs a 

building commissioner who does not absent 
himself at critical moments. In fact, it 
needs a building department absolutely dif-. 
ferent from the one it has now. Has Mr. 
Kiolbassa anything to say to the contrary? 


THE ARMY IN TIME OF PEACE. 

The address of the secretary of war to 
the army shows clearly the work of recon- 
struction which lies ahead of its officers. 
Before the outbreak of the Spanish war the 
force, although it numbered only 25,000 men, 
was the most highly trained and generally 
efficient body of fighting men in the world. 
They had learned the trade of war on the 
frontier, and the vast majority of them had 
spent years in the service of the United 
States. Since that time most of the enlisted 
men, includihg the non-commissioned ofti- 
cers, have returned to civil life. Of 1,818 
lieutenants appointed since 1898 only 276 
received a military training at West Point: 
616 were selected from among the volunteer 
officers, 512 were taken direct from civil 
life on the passage of an examination, and 
#14 have risen from the ranks. 

With the outbreak of hostilities the 
schools for the education of officers in the 
science of war were abandoned. Congress 
has now provided for a war college, and 
schools will be organized at the larger posts 
as soon as possible. For nearly four years 
the army has had no time to study war of 
the sort which is waged between great pow- 
ers, although it has mastered the art of 
bushwhacking agaiust a savage enemy. 
There are 1,542 young officers who have had 
no military instruction—whose military ed- 
ueation is only that which they have been 
able to give themselves, and they outnum- 
ber by a hundred the graduates of West 
Point now holding commissions. The secre- 
tary of war calls the attention of officers of 
both sorts to the necessity for scientific con- 


hewspaperdom which comes under its notice, |

benefits which have come to them from their 
four years of hard study, There must be no 
foolish inclination on the part of the West 
Pointers to consider themselves a “ corps 
d’élite,” as the president has pointed out. 
They are from the same stock as the others. 
It is incumbent upon the men from West 
Point to share with their fellows, as far as 
may be, the results of their opportunities. 


CABINET OFFICERS ON THE STUMP. 

The report that the president has sug- 
gested that those of his cabinet officers who 
are accustomed to public speaking—they 
all are with few exceptions—shall take the | 
stump during the coming campaign remains 
uncontradicted. Suggestions from a presi- 
dent to men holding office under him usually 
have the force of orders. Unless sickness 
or a sudden pressure of important public 
business shall prevent, all the members of 
the cabinet, with the exception of the post- 
master general and the secretary of the 
interior, will give directly to the public an 
account of their stewardship. It does not 
—— so much that the two officers men- 

med are to remain silent. The depart- 
ments whose affairs they administer have 
not been the subject of political criticism. 
There is nothing in connection with them 
to explain or defend. Neither of the cabinet 
officers in question has carried out a great 
policy which has attracted favorable or un- 
favorable popular attention. 

It is well that the other cabinet officers 
are to take the stump to instruct the people. 
The voters, without distinction of party, will 
be glad to hear distinguished men talk about 
the important subjects they are specially 
familiar with. It will bea peculiar pleasure 
to hear what Secretary Hay can say with 
propriety about the noble triumphs of Ameri- 
can diplomacy. It will be gratifying to 
listen to the attorney general explaining at 
greater length than is customary in an offi- 
cial report his plan of campaign against the 
trusts, and what he hopes to accomplish. 
Se much has been said pro and con as to 
army matters in the Philippines and else- 
where that the public will be much pleased 
to hear Secretary Root go fully into the 
subject of his administration. There are 
questions connected with the management 
of the treasury department concerning which 
Secretary Shaw can speak authoritatively 
and instructively. People who will not read 
a report of the secretary of the treasury 
will listen to the more important informa- 
tion it contains when given in a speech. 

In recent years it has not been customary 
for cabinet officers to take an active speak- 
ing part in off year campaigns. At an earlier 
day they did. The custom was a good one 
and it is well that it is to be revived. The 
people always listen with interest to what 
the men at the head of the great departments 
of the government have to say concerning 
their management of departmental affairs— 
that is, of the people’s affairs. 7 


WALES GETS THE ORDER. . 

Capital and labor in the tinplate business 
have been discussing an important business 
question. They have not been able to agree, 
but no serious consequences in the shape of 
a strike will follow. 

The duty on tinplate is a cent and a half 
a pound. This would stop importations were 
it mot that the domestic purchaser is paid 
back 99 per cent of the duty if he works up 
the tinplate into cans and sends them abroad 
full of petroleum or canned goods. The 
Standard Oil company, which is a large im- 
porter of tinplate, made an offer to the 
American Tinplate company that it would 
give it an order for 1,500,000 boxes if the 
company would lower the price about $1.15 
a box. With that reduction the domestic 
tinplate would cost no more than the im- 
ported article after making allowance for 
the 99 per cent drawback. | 

The tinplate company consulted its men, 
who are members of the Amalgamated 
association. It told them that if they would 
agree to a reduction in wages of from 10 
to 25 per cent the order of the Standard Oil 
company would be taken. President Shaffer 
of the Amalgamated association thought it 
wise for the men to agree to the proposition. 
Many of them so voted, but enough voted in 
the negative to put a veto on the project. . 

Therefore 150,000,000 pounds of tinplate 
which miglit have been made in the United 
States will be made in Wales. HEmploy- 
ment which might have been secured for 
American workmen, some of them now idle, 
has been rejected. Acceptance of the prop- 
osition would have given men steady work 
at lower wages, and they might have earned 
more in the long run than with irregular 
work at higher wages. But the tinplate 
workers who voted-in the negative did not 
take that into consideration. They have 
a profound dislike of a lowering of the wage 
scale. They know how hard it is to raise it. 
Whatever may have been their motives, they 
have rejected an offer which it would have 
been wise to accept. They have denied work 
ec fellow workmen in tinplate and steel 

Is. 


The Vnion Traction company does well 
in requiring its employés to treat patrons 
with serupulous courtesy. The same re- 
quirement is made by almost every busi- 
ness firm. It is the employé upon whom 
courtesy is incumbent. It is the patron who 


| is hard to check. A curious situation arises, 


The man who is in one place an employé 
and, therefore, obliged to be polite and at- 
tentive becomes in another place a patron 
and, therefore, free from all demands on 
his forbearance. As an employé he had 
to submit to rudeness. As a patron he 
exults in his opportunity and hectors and 
browbeats as he pleases. 

It is on street cars almost as much as 
anywhere else that the offensive patron is in 
evidence. The man who objects to taking 
his feet down from the seat in front of 
him, the man who rants and swears if 
the conductor forgets that he has paid his 
fare and asks him for it again, the 250 
pound man who thinks that he can sit 
down on three inches of seat and who 
spreads himself out over his neighbors and 
will not listen to their remonstrances—all 
these frequent but annoying phenomena are 
encountered by the street car man and have 
to pe handled by him with great diplomacy 
unless he wants to lose his position. 

The street car company makes a liberal 
demand on its employés for courtesy to- 
wards those who travel on the cars. If 
makes a larger demand perhaps than the 
wages paid justify. One cannot hire men 
of unflagging amiability, courtesy, gentle- 
ness, and consideration for others for about 
a quarter of a dollar an hour, especially 
when the qualities are so severely tested 
as they are on a street car. A man may 
start out in the morning with a large sup- 
ply of the soft answers which turn away 
wrath, but may find the stock used up be- 
fore the afternoon is over and no opportuni- 
ty to replenish it. 

The public must not look for street car

THE RESPO«SIBILITY OF UNIONS. 
The recent decisions by thé English courts 
holding trades unions pecuniarily responsi- 
ble for damages due to their actions may be 
the first step in the wide extension of the 
law of liability and contract. One em- 
ployer has sued the miners’ federation for 
damages incurred through the refusal of his 
miners to work on certain successive days 
under the orders of the federation. If 
the court decides. in favor of the employer 
the responsibility of unions for the actions 
of their officers will be fixed and the courts 
will be in a position to assess the cost of 
strikes on the unions if in their opinion a 
strike is not justified. In Australasia the 
jurisdiction of special courts in labor dis- 
putes has been extended further than in any 
other part of the world, but neither in Aus- 
tralia nor New Zealand have the courts 
such wide discretionary powers. 

The recognized weakness of arbitration 
in labor disputes is the difficulty in making 
the parties to an agreement live up to their 
contratt. In New Zealand this has been 
arranged by the incorporation of the unious 
and the annual settlement of the wage and 
hour scale, which is obligatory on employer 
and employé under penalty of fine, by the 
special court, but the extent of the fine 
and the terms of the contract.are fixed by 
statute. 

The responsibility of unions for the acts 
of members ordered by them and for losses 
ineurred by violation of contract will ma- 
terially affect the development of the rela- 
tions of capital to labor and the two toward 
society. Lf the English court decides for the 
employer in the case cited it is conceivable 
that a union might be impoverished by the 
action of its responsible officers, in which 
event it would seem that legislation fixing the 
liability of unions and employers will have to 
follow at no distant date. 


UNITED AGAINST THE PRESS. 

There are to be joint maneuvers of the 
army and navy at the entrance of Puget 
sound. The navy is to attack forts which 
‘the army will defend. It is proposed to have 
similar joint maneuvers at some points on 
the Atlantic coast. The navy is also to have 
a little separate practice. A certain number 
of vessels will constitute the enemy. The 
rest will remain true to the flag. The enemy 
will try to reach harbor. The Americans 
will try to get in the way. If the enemy is 
successful there will be a feeling of chagrin 
on the part not only of the humilfated ves- 
sels but of the whole country. We like to 
feel that no foreign fleet could elude the 
vigilance of our defenders. The people will 
be interested, therefore, and will watch the 
whole panorama day by day and almost 
hour by hour. 

Here is the point at which a danger arises. 
In order to make the test perfect it is neces- 
sary that neither the invading nor the de- 
fending fleet shall receive any news of its 
opponent except through its own efforts. 
All movements must be kept secret. There 
is a certain class of people; however, whose 
pleasute it is to bring secret things to light. 
The press correspondents will be impelk. 
both by duty and by habit to discover the 
plans for attack and defense whether the 
navy alone is concerned or both army and 
navy are interested. Premature publicity 
will not be so serious a matter as if a real 
enemy were at the gates, but the game will 
be spoiled. There is therefore to be a 
triangular duel. The conflicting parties will 
be “the cruel enemy,” “the gallant de- 
fense,” and “the unmitigated newspa 
man.”’ It would not be surprising if the first 
two of the trio should unite against the 
third and do what they can to elude his 
vigilance and guard their secrets. As there 
is no war summary measures which would 
be justifiable then will not be permissible. 
So it may be an enterprising press will ferret 
out and make public the plans of its op- 
ponents. 


THE “TRUE SPHERE” OF WOMAN. 

Judge Jackson of the United States Dis- 
trict court for West Virginia has punished 
some striking coal miners. Among those 
who incurred his displeasure by violat- 
ing an injunction issued by him was 
“ Mother ” Jones, a kind hearted old wom- 
an, who loves to talk and often talks vehe- 
mently, whom all coal miners know and 
like. A strike has irresistible attractions 
for her. She has been “talking to the- 
boys ”’ in West Virginia as she has talked 
to them in the anthracite districts and else- 
where. It is possible that she told West 
Virginia miners they would be slaves and 
cowards if they did*not strike, and said 
that she despised injunctions and that 
Judge Jackson was “a hireling of the coal 
company.” The judge may have thought 
“ Mother” Jones should be punished for 
what he considers an abuse of free speech, 
but it was unnecessary for him to state 
from the bench his views concerning “ wom- 
an’s sphere.” It is a dangerous question 
to discuss. The “ sphere ”’ has so expaiided 
that it takes in more than it did when the 
judge was a young man. : 

Judge Jackson says it would have been 
far better for “* Mother” Jones to “ follow 
the lines and paths which the All Wise Being 
intended her sex should pursue.” Some- 
thing like this was said when women began 
studying law and medicine. 

“ There are many charities in life,” said 
the judge, “which are open to her 
{‘“* Mother ” Jones] in which she could con- 
tribute largely to mankind in distress” 
and remain within “ what experience has 
shown to be the true sphere of womap- 
hood.”’ Making fiery speeches to miners the 
judge looks on as outside the sphere. 

Presumably, Judge Jackson has a poor 
opinion of Joan of Arc, Anna Dickinson, 
Mrs. Lease, and other women who have 
wandered outside the “true sphere” of 
domestic duties, nursing and sewing for 
the heathen. He thinks women should leave 
speech making and fighting to men. The 
judge has not added to his popularity with 
“ organized labor” or with the champions 
of women’s rights. 


DRIVING CHILDREN OUT OF SCHOOL . 

It is hard for an American te understand 
the attitude of the French anti-clericals 
toward the church, In Catholic countries, 
where there is or has been a liberal move- 
ment, it has resulted in a breach, usually 
temporary, between the government and 
the church. In Mexico the religious orders 
were driven from the country, in France 
and Italy the Jesuits were expelled, and 
to this day the head of the Society of Jesus 
is denied residence in Rome. The opposi- 
tion is usually aimed at the orders and 
not the church, but in its extension it has 
frequently ignored the distinction, and in 
the end lost the support of the Catholics 
who originally lent their support to the 
restriction of the monastic societies. 

Since the abandonment of the worship of 
the “goddess of reason” by the revolu- | 
tionary mobs France has, with some inter- 
ruptions, opposed the orders but supported 
the church. The law of associations is 
designed to prevent the accumulation of 


' 


large estates by religious corporations. The 


violent enforcement of the new law by M. 
Combes seems to be the prejudiced act of a 
former priest rather than the well con- 
sidered course of @ statesman. Americans 
cannot judge between the French anti- 
clericals and the orders because they have 
had no personal contact with a similar 
problem, but the closing of the church 
schools to 20,000 children in Paris alone, 
for whom the government can make no 
provision, is not wise nor politic. Even if 
the character of the education in the Cath- 
olic schools is inclined to make clericals 
of the children and consequently anti-re- 
publicans, as the government claims, an 
educated clerical may be better than an 
uneducated radical. Americans have be- 
come so devoted to the gospel of instruc- 
tion by reason of their own experience 
that anything which curtails the dissemina- 
tion of learning is condemned by them. 
If the parochial schools were suddenly closed 
in this country thousands of children would 
be without opportunities for schooling, 
Even the extremists who argue that all 
Americans should be compelled to attend 
the nonsectarian public schools would not 
indorse such summary action as that in 
France, The present French cabinet, “ na- 
tional” and “ republican ” as it is, contains 
elements which are undemocratic in the 
American sense. The closing of the church 


\schools is only likely to rally those who be- 


lieve in the orders and others to their sup- 
port.

THE AMERICAN ELK: ) 
Description of the Nature Study 


Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s “ Tribune.” 


The wapiti deer, commonly called the 
American elk, is the subject of today's 
TRIBUNE nature study. This animal be- 
longs to the family of deers (Cervide), 
which includes ruminating mammals, dis- 
tinguised by branching horns upon the 
head. The antlers of the deer family are 
annual, forming in the spring and matur- 
ing in ‘about three months, At first they 
are soft, filled with blood vessels, and cov- 
ered with a velvety down, which, when the 
horn has hardened, is rubbed off. The first 
growth appears the second year and each 
succeeding year adds a tine or two, al- 
though there is nothing regular about the 
increase. The males alone possess horns, 
except the reindeer and one other species. 
In the wapiti, which is the largest of the 
American deer, they sometimes attain a 
height of six feet, and the antlers are often 
four or five feet across. Usually when ma- 
ture they display tweive tines, but this num- 
ber is not regular, a much larger number 
often appearing. ‘ 

The horns of the deer are useful chiefly 
in the pairing season, when the males go in 
search of the females and fight desperate 
battles for possession of a herd of hinds or 
does. The horne fall usually about the first 
of the year, leaving the animal] without de- 
fensive weapons. At such times it pene- 
trates far into the forests to escape the 
enemies that prey upon it, particularly the 
puma, which leaps upon its back from the 
branches of trees. The wapiti is entirely 
,herbaceous, feeding upon grasses, shrubs, 
and the leaves of trees. They are gregari- 
ous animals and formerly gathered in herds 


of thousands, but with the advance of civil- 


ization have been destroyed in large num- 
bers for their flesh and skins. Except dur- 
ing the pairing season the wapiti is said to 
wander about alone and when deprived of 
hig antlers is cowardly and easily fright- 
ened, but when in the glory and strength 
of his horns he fears nothing. 

The wapiti was formerly found in ali parts 
of the United States andin Mexico, but has 
retired north and is now found chiefly in 
the remote parts of the Rocky mountains 
and the eastern coast ranges. 

The present method of hunting them is 
by individuals, but formerly the Indians at- 
tacked the herds and, surrounding them, 
drove them together and slaughtered them 
at leisure; or they would stampede the herd 
and drive them over a precipice, killing 
thousands uselessly. The cry of the wapiti 
is @ peculiar shrill sound, like a locomotive 
porn and can be heard at a distance of 
a mile,

HILD Queen Alexandra has made it 
clear that she intends to maintain 
Queen Victoria’s policy of barring 
from court women who have been 
divorced and has even taken steps 
to extend this rule to Americans and for- 
eigmers desirous of appearing at the court of 
St. James, English society—by which I mean 
the great world of London-—is becoming 
more and more indulgent. No matter how 
great the offense againgt society has been in 
the past, it ie forgottem and condoned, and 
no matter how great the scandal, it is quick- 
ly relegated to oblivion providing its heroine 
possesges any courage, tact, and cleverness. 

Some twelve years have elapsed since the 
shocking Colin Campbell divorce case, in 
which the present duke of Argyl!’s younger 
brother, Lord Colin Campbell, and his beau- 
tiful wife brought the most frightful charges 
against one another. True, the case was de- 
cided in favor of Lady Colin. But her con- 
duct was held to have been so indiscreet, to 
put the matter mildly, and her associations 
to have been so questionable that she was 
by common consent ostracized, the family 
of the duke of Argyll and likewise the reign- 
ing house—Princess Louise, duchess of Ar- 
gyll, was her sister-in-law—being of course 
exceptionally bitter against her. Nor was 
her position improved when some years 
afterwards the late duke of Marlborough, 
who had been cited by her husband as one of 
the co-respondent in the divorce case, was 
found at his death to have bequeathed to her 
a sum of $50,000. 

Ever since her appearance in the divorce 
court she has been earning her living in 
journalism, which was a still further cause 
of prejudice against her on the part of so- 
ciety, and for a time the road which she had 
to travel was a hard one indeed. Yet today 
she is taken up once more by society, is met 
at many of the best houses, and has become 
t intimate friend and constant associate 
of the beautiful young duchess of Suther- 
land. 


Lady Marcus Beresford meets with the 
most cordial welcome everywhere, goes out 
a great deal, and is met at houses even as 
exclusive as that of the duchess of Portland. 
Yet she has figured not only in one but in 
several divorce cases, in one of which, when 
she was still Mrs. Charlie Buller, the queen's 
proctor intervened, owing to the discovery’ 
that even while the suit was in progress 
Charlie Buller, the petitioner, was in the 
habit of dining as a guest at the house of 
the co-respondent, Lord Marcus, where Mrs.

Then there is a woman whose name 
eighteen months ago was on every tongue 
and printed in full letters in the newspapers, 
both of the old and the new world, as the 
respondent in. a then impending divorce suit, 
in which one,of the co-respondents was to be 
an immensely wealthy duke. At the last mo- 
ment the matter was settled out of court, it 
is said, largely owing to the interven- 
tion of King Edward, and today the woman 
is seen everywhere in London with her hus- 
band, who remains at the head of his regi- 
ment. 

If I draw attention to this altered atti- 
tude of English society it is not by way of 
complaint, but merely by way of taking 
note and placing on record. Society has 
been so harsh and relentless in the past 
in many of its judgments that it is pleasant 
to see it developing more and more that par- 
ticular virtue without the possession of 
which there is, according to the founder of 
the Christian religion, no salvation—namely:

After this discussion it is quite natural 
that I should be led to talk of the present 
queen of Servia. She, too, is bencfiting by 
that wave of charity which seems to be 
sweeping not only over England but like- 
wise over the entire continent of Europe. 
For in spite of her more than shady past 
she is at length to have her greatest am- 
bition crowned, and is to be received by 
the czar and czarina as a distinguished 
guest, with all the honors due to a crowned 
head. The much discussed and repeatedly 
postponed visit of the royal Servian couple 
to the Russian emperor and empress is now 
definitely fixed for the last week in Sep- 
tember and will take place not at St. 
Petersburg but at Livadia, where the czar 
and czarina will be at the time. The king 
and queen of Servia will travel by water, 
that is to say, down the Danube on board the 
yacht recently presented to them by the 
city of Belgrade, until they reach Reni, 
where they will be met by the Russian im- 
perial train, which will convey them to 
Livadia.

OTORS who play eccentric character 
parts On the stage often have hard 
work to find costumes which please 
them. When a man is cast as a Ro- 
man senator, an English nobleman. 

a New York swell, or any part in which good 
clothes are in order, it is simply a mat- 
ter of giving an order to a tailor. But when 
he is expected to appear as a tramp, an old 
longshoreman, @ farmhand, or some other 
part which is properly costumed only in old,

dirty, and time worn clothes, the problem 
becomes more serious. 

has shown that it is impossi- 
ble for a tailor to make up a suit out of new 
cloth which will look old and dirty. First 
of all, therefore, an actor who has such 
@ part to play visits the second hand stores. 
In New York there are two or three such 


old clothes which are ragged and worn 
enough to make good eccentric character 
costumes. Louis Guttenberg at Sixth av- 
enue and Bighth street is the best known 
of these “old clo” tailors for theatrical 
purposes. And often he will hold a particu- 
larly dirty and disreputable suit at a higher 
price than a new one because it would make 
such a fine tramp makeup. 

Often an actor intrusted with a character 
part wil) fail to find just what he wants even 
in the second hand stores. Then he is likely 
to visit the cheap lodging and barrel houses 
in search of a good costume. Walking along 
the street, perhaps, he will meet a tramp 
or a beggar who is wearing a coat which 
appeals to his artistic eye. 

* Say,”’ he will venture to the lucky wearer 
of the garment, “ what will you take forthat 
coat?’’ 

If the price is anywhere within reason the 
bargain is likely to be made on the spot. 
The tramp pulls off his coat and pockets 
his two or three dollars, and the actor starts 
for a disinfecting establishment, carefully 
carrying his latest purchase on theend of his 
cane. Often broken down and fearfully 
worn shoes and shabby and faded old hats 
are bought in the same way. If aparticular- 
ly disreputable and picturesque garment 
catches the eye of a character actor, even 
when he has no immediate use for it, he is 
likely to buy it on a sort of speculation and 
store it away for future emergencies.. In 
this way and by saving his old costumes 
more than one actor has accumulated a large 
stock of old and otherwise useless clothes 
which have to him a money value much 
greater than that of new frock coats and 
evening suits, no matter how handsome. 


When Zangwill’s ill fated *“* Children of the 
Ghetto " was produced in this country Rich- 
ard Carle, now leading comedian of “ The 
Storks,”’ was cast for the part of Sshosshi 
Smendrick. He was hard driven to dgess 
the part properly. He wantedan outfit which 
was full of the real Ghetto character, and 
though he looked through all the second

hand stores he couldn't find just what 
pleased him. 

Finally the first rehearsal was called and 
still Carle was without a costume. It hap- 
pened.that for this rehearsal the manager 
had engaged a typical old Hebrew chorister 
from the Ghetto come to the theater and 
drill some of the extra people in some He- 
brew chants. The minute Carle laid eyes on 
the picturesque old man he declared to him- 
self that the clothes the old fellow wore were 
exactly what he wanted to make his part 
realistic. 

“They were wonderful,’ says Carle in 
telling the story. “The very bags in the

knees of the trousers were 4s picturesque 
as a Swiss landscape, and the tremendous 
wrinkles and folds in the baggy old coat 
would have been the despair of an artist.

I should haye 
been willing. to pay almost any price for 
the outfit, and I was ready to have him 
up and robbed if he should refuse to sel} jp.

“Im ‘The Parlor Match,’"’ saye Evans, 
*“T played the part of I. McCorker, the book 
agent. You remember in that part when 
1 threw open my frock coat and displayed 
a shirt ornamented with half inch red and 
blue stripes I always got a loud laugh from 
the audience as they caught the first glimpse 
of its glories. . 

“When we took ‘The Parlor Match’ of 
the stage I saved that shirt as one of the 
choicest of my possessions. I considered it 
a sure laughmaker. Finally after the pass 
age of several years we decided to revive

*‘ The Parlor Match,’ and I dug up that shirt, 
certain that I would get at least one laugh 
in the old part. 

“Well, the opening night came. When 
the time came I threw open my coat and 
displayed the old reliable. But I got not a 
smile. In fact, nobody in the audience paid 
the least attention to its stripes, which were 


just as large and just as vivid ae in ites ~ 


palmy days. I was dumfounded, but 
finally I figured out what was the matter. 

“You see when we retired ‘The Parlor 
Match’ nothing but white shirts was worn 
by gentlemen, During its retirement fancy 
colored negligee shirts came into style And 
when we revived the play and I revived 
the shirt the old garment had lost all its 
startlitg qualities. I suppose most of the 
men in the audience the night of the re 
vival were used to wearing shirts even 
louder than my old pet. Consequently it 
never occurred to them to notice it.

“After I discovered that my trunks had 
been burned up I made a claim on the rail- 
road for $250 for the damage. They wanted 
to know what was in the trunks, and I told

to get all sorts of expert testimony before 
I could convince the claim agents that rags 
and tatters of that kind had any value. But 
when I offered to produce the affidavite of 
all the character actors in the business that 
often old, werm out clothes are worth much 
more to an actor than new garments ie 
finally caved in and I got my check. But 
he probably thinks still that I am affected 
mentally.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


WALL STREET RUMORS SEEM 
LIKE STOCK JOBBING SCHEMES. 


Reports from the East That the Chica- 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Ie te Be 
Merged with the Union Pacific Are 
Given Little Credence Here—Reason 
for Such a Consolidation Said to Be 


Lacking—Progress of the Orient 
Line—Other Affairs of the Track. 


Wal street reports of mergers and con- 
solidations of important railway systems 
and other startling railroad deals are still 
coming in thick and fast, but it has been im- 
possible to substantiate the truth of any of 
them. 

The climax was capped yesterday by a 
report that the National City bank—Rocke- 
feller-Standard Oil interests with a number 
of associated capitaliste—have secured con- 
trol of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
and that E. H. Harriman is a party to the 
deal. The intimation was conveyed that the 
intention is to consolidate the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul with the Union Pacific, thus 
giving the latter a direct outlet to Chicago. 

The fact is that the Rockefeller-Standard 
Oil interests have had control of the Milwau- 
kee and St. Pau! railroad for the last two 
years, and a majority of the board of direc- 
tors are Standard Oil people, including Will- 
iam Rockefeller. Friendly relations have ex- 
isted for several years between the Rocke- 
fellers and Harriman, the former being mem- 
bers of the Harriman syndicate, which pur- 
chased the Alton and Union Pacific rail- 
roads. Harriman may have some interest in 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul, but if he has 
it is a small one. , 


May Be Stock Scheme. 

‘The report that a consolidation of the 
Union Pacific and Milwaukee and St. Paul 
is contemplated is utterly improbable, as 
such a combination would prove detrimental 
to he Harriman interests, and the report, it 
is believed, was circulated for the purpose of 
booming Milwaukee and 8t. Paul and Union 
Pacific stocks. 

The Union Pacific is closely identified with 
the Alton, both roads being controlled by 
Harriman, and a strong traffic alliance ex- 
ists between the Union Pacific and Chicago 
and Northwestern. 

These roads are practically the Chicago 
extensions of the Union Pacific. and no one 
believes that there is any intention tO.throw 
them off and substitute the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul as the sole Chicago outlet of the 
Union Pacific. 

A dispatch from Laredo says the con- 
struction work on the Kansas City, Mexico 
and Orient railway (Stillwell’s road) is be- 
ing steadily continued at three distinct points 
in Mexico. The track from Chihuahua east 
has reached a point on the river opposite the 
Aldama, and as soon as the bridge is in 
order trains will be running to that place. 

Contractors are working on the second 
fifty kilometers from Chihuahua east, and 
according to the terms of the contract must 
complete the work and deliver it to the com- 
pany by Oct. 1. The company hopes to have 
trains running from Laredo to a point 100 
kilometers east by that time. 

It has already purchased two vessels, one 
a sail boat and one a steamer, to transport 
material from Guaymas to Port Stillwell. 


Plans of the Monen. 


W. H. McDoel, President of the Monon, 
states that the project of bullding a line to 
connect with the Indianapolis and Vincennes 
has not been dropped, but there has been 
trouble in getting steel rails from the mills, 
which has caused the delay. He has full 
authority to proceed with the work, but does 
not expect to get the road built this fall, as 
had been the intention. He has no doubt, 
however, that the connection will be built 
within a year, when his company will be able 
to furnish coal to Indianapolis and other 
points. He has ordered 300 coal cars, as the 
present equipment is inadequate for the 
handling of the business.

Count advices from nearly all sections 
stated that it had been too wet for farmers 
to get their oats ready for market, and the 
trade generally was inclined to think an early 
increase in receipts was not likely. In this 
case shorts will have little choice except 
to settle with Patten, as there is no stock 
of standard oats here and the small number 
of cars included in current receipts from 
day to day are being bought up by the bull 
interest. Out of 129 cars inspected in yes- 
terday only 20 were standard. In addition 
there were 14 cars and 7,000 bu of that grade 
inspected out of privateelevators. From this 
it will be seen the cleaners are not turning 
out standard oats in quantities sufficient 

to threaten the success of the deal. Esti- 
mated receipts for today are 140 cars. 

Old July were neglected and closed ic lower 
at Sic. There wae a big general trade in the 
more distant futures, with prices rather ir- 
regular. Good weather tended to offset the 
July advance. At the close September were 
ic lower and’ December \%c higher. Cudahy 
brokers led the selling of September. Bart- 
lett-Frazier were the best buyers. Nearly 
every house in the trade had a good showing 
of orders on either side of the market. 


Two Big Interests in Wheat. 


Wheat lost considerable ground yesterday, 
despite the fact of the absence of any posi- 
tively bearish news. 
There was almost en- 
tire absence of sup- 
port, but that was 
enough. Ona basis of 
Wednesday’s closing, 
the July lost \4c, the 
September 4@%e, the | 
December %c, and the 
May %@%c. 

The feature of the 
day was the presence 
in the market in a sub- 
stantial way of two 
interests which are 
apparently destined to become market fac- 
tors. This is the Armour house on the one 
side and the Cudahy people on she other. 
Yesterday the Armour people changed about 
1,000,000 bu, selling September and buying 
December. The opposite ¢ide of the spread 
was taken by Cudahy, who bought Septem- 
ber and sold December to about a like quan- 
tity. So .far as observable, these are the 
only big imterests in the market, and the 
coming fight on different sides of the market 
promises to be an interesting one. In yes- 
terday’s market the September selling 
proved more potent factor than the 
December buying, though with any other 
supporting influence the result .might have 
been different. 

The weather map was not construed as a 
positively good one, though most of the 
heavy rains were in the east. Iowa and Ne- 
braska, however, were favored with both a 
precipifation and a prospect of more. This 
knocked from \%@*c off the opening price, 
the July starting out at 76%c, the September 
at 724@72\%c, December at 714%@7l%c, and 
May at 73%c. Top prices were generally 
within %c of the opening. \ 


More Wheat Coming Out. 


The primary points as a whole made a 
slightly better showing in the matter of 
receipts, reporting 1,087,000 bu, as against 
768.800 bu the previous week and 990,100 bu 
a year ago. There was a failing off, how- 
ever, at the three principal markets, Min- 
neapolis, Duluth, and Chicago, which re- 
ported a total of 316, cars, compared with 
877 cars a week ago and 548 last year. There 
were larger receipts at Kansas City and 
St. Louis, which points had 471,000 bu, 
against 300,000 bu a year ago. The seaboard 
cleared 302,000 bu, against 924,000 bu the 
previous year, and reported 10 loade for 
export. Local sales on shipping account 
were 45,000 bu of No. 1 northern, which 
price ranged from 7T7@77c, or %c over the 
July.

At the close the July was un- 
changed, the September %-%4c lower, the 
December ke off, and the May 4@%c higher. 

When ‘change opened 67c, the previous 
closing figures, was bid for the July, but no 
sales were effected until the price was run 
up to 67%c. Opening prices on other de- 
liveries. were closely in line with previous 
closings. Receipts were light—only 157 cars— 
of which 24 cars were contract. There were 
113 cars and 18,000 bu out of private houses, 
the equivalent of about 200,000 bu from ail 
sources. The July holders are getting this 
corn out as fast as possible, the day’s ship- 
ments being nearly 383,000 bu. Almost every 
day the receipts of corn are under the 
estimaie, and the grading of corn is poor. 
Today's estimate is 195 cars. The receipts 
are light at all primary points, which for 
the day reported a total of 321,500 bu, against 
541,800 bu the previous week and 287,800 bu a 
year ago. 

The Gates-Harris people were reported 
early buyers of both September and May, 
while Cudahy brokers soid some September.

_ Provision Market Bullish. 

‘Phere was a decidedly bullish undertone 
to the market for provisions, and everything 
on the list advanced sharply as the result 
of light offerings and a good demand. The 
buying was chiefly by packers, the leaders 
taking an active part in it. The Cudahy 
interests in particular were good buyers of 
Oetober lard. Some of the smaller houses 
took September ribs and pork. With little 
selling pressure from any source competition 
was brisk and prices advanced easily. Bull- 
ish sentiment was accentuated by small hog 
supplies and a remarkable falling off in pack- 
Ing in the west.

July standard oats yesterday were selling 
at a higher price than July corn @uring the 
greater part of the session, although at one 
time both sold at ‘the same figure, 70c. The 
price of oats was the highest of any since 
July, 1874, when they sold at 7lc, and with 
that exception, the highest since “ war 
times.”” In Ogtober, 1860, oats solid at 7Jic, 
and in July, #864, at 8lc. In September, 1896, 
they sold as low as 14%c. 

The Price Current says wheat is further 
slightly impaired and oats moderately so, 
though conditions are now more favorab/e, 
and that corn is generally maintaining fine 
promise. Packing, 305,000; last year, 525,000. 

Receiving houses have letters from Illinois 
shippers saying oats thrashing is being 
rushed, and that liberal shipments will soon 
come forward. Yield and quality are gen- 
erally reported good. — 

Estimated provision stocks include 44,500 
bris new pork, 54,500 tcs lard, and 25,000,000 
lbs ribs. 

“In my opinion,” says Jackson of White 
& Co., “ Canadian wheat is sooner or later 
going to be a menace to prices in this mar- 
ket, and it will pay the trade generally to 
watch increase in wheat raising in that coun- 
try. I believe that inside of ten years it will 
be producing 200,000,000 bu annually, and 
will put wheat in his market at 50c per bu.” 

An estimate on the Minneapolis-Duluth de- 
crease for the week places it at a little over 
1,000,000 bu. 

The flour market at Minneapolis is reported 
as showing gradual improvement. Domestic 
buying appears to be taking hold a little 
better each week, and at present there is 
quite a steady home demand of moderate 
volume. Though prices obtained are not the 
most satisfactory, they are on a consider- 
ably better basis than dad few weeks ago. 
With stocks of flour light in all directions, 
millers are now more hopeful of improved 
conditions under which to do business. Last 
week sales by Minneapolis milis were equal 
to the output, if not larger. Domestic or- 
ders were usually not large, but coming from 
all parts of the country in the aggregate 
they made a pretty good showing. 

With the mills most ali in operation, the 
flour output for he week ended July 19 was 
increased 62,000 bris. The quantity ground 
was 343,055 bris, against 316,805 in 1901 and 
316,260 in 1900. This week, as a result of 
improvements to the water power, only 12% 
mills are in operation, and the six days’ pro- 
duction promises to approximate 250.000 bris. 
This is about 60 per cent of the maximum 
output. 

The cash men here-are refusing to accept 
orders from the east for shipment this side 
of September owing to the uncertainty of the 
weather and the knowledge that there has 
been large enough sales made for August 
shipment to take a good part of the offerings. 

A large shipper and manufacturer of twine 
for farmers’ use says reports from the coun- 
try are that grain of all kinds is badly dam- 
aged. Farmers say they cannot get it out 
of the mud and are cutting down their orders 
for twine. 

Mr. Prime spent yesterday in central II)}i- 
nois, between Joliet and Springfield, along 
the Mne of the Chicago and Alton railroad. 
He says: ‘ But a small percentage of the 
oats north of Chenoa have yet been cut. 
South of Chenoa oats are iargely in the 
shock. They are deadripe. Ground softand 
machines will be able to do little work in 
the fields this week on account of their con- 
dition.

| roads. The St. Paul is showing enormous

The St. Paul will, I be- 
lieve, issue new stock this year at par, as 
did Rock Island, or else it will be placed on 
a 7 per cent basis. I have high authority for 
this statement.” 


Bearish on Western Union. 

Col. R. C. Clowry, who was taken to New 
York and made president of the Western 
Unton, is regarded by certain crities of the 
position of the company as its salvation. 
But one eastern authority considers the out- 
look for Western Union unpromising, and 
presents some reasons as follows: 

“A few years hence the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company will be in a 
position to do what telegraph business is 
required in this country at a minimum cost 
as an incident of the telephone business.

“The Western Union company is laden 
with such leases and water soaked capital 
as to make It impossible to consider an 
enlargement of itself into the telephone field, 
while the Bell telephone system of the coun- 
try is doubling and quadrupling all the tele- 
graph lines. The telephone company has not 
only a telephone system paying expenses and 
fair interest upon the construction cost but 
it has a telegraph system at absolutely no 
cost and which is now unused, for you can 
telephone’ and telegraph on the same lines 
at the same time without interference. It 
has, furthermore, the great necessary ad- 
junct of, the telegraph service, a messenger 
system for the collection of dispatches, and 
this messenger system is the 1,500,000 tele- 
phone stations. j 

** As soon as the Western Union has been 
lifted from two or three railroad systems in 
the country its stockholders will get a shock 
that will teach them there are new electric 
forces in the field.”’
